Surge of salmonella-related illness, 
earth’s atmosphere getting warmer, 
Soviet military presence in Alaska, 
lead poisoning. . . 


A RECENT surge of salmonella- 
,/jL related food poisoning cases has 
caused concern among the government 
agencies responsible for insuring the 
safety of the nation’s food supply. 

Food poisoning cases have increased 
from 22,000 in 1974 to more than 
42,000 in 1986. Researchers believe 
that only 1 to 10 percent of all sal¬ 
monella food poisoning cases are re¬ 
ported to authorities, and that the 
actual number of food poisoning vic¬ 
tims may be as many as 4 million per 
year. Of these, as many as 2,000 fatal¬ 
ities may result. 

In a report by the Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control, (CDC), in Atlanta, offi¬ 
cials have noted that eggs and ground 
beef have caused a disproportionate 
number of food poisoning cases. The 
report also notes that egg-related 
poisoning cases have grown particu¬ 
larly rapidly in the northeast while 
ground beef-related cases have shown 
a similar surge in California. The 
report does not explain this situation. 

The U.S. Department of Agriculture 
has a toll free hotline for tips to as¬ 
sure the safety of the food you cook. 
Call (800) 535-4555 for more informa¬ 
tion. 

You’re Getting Warmer — In what 
appears to be a confirmation of the 
“Greenhouse Effect” (see ASG April 
1986), climatologists have released data 
showing that the average global tem¬ 
peratures of the 1980s are the highest 
since such record keeping began more 
than 130 years ago. 

Using compilations of data gathered 
by U.S., Soviet, and British researchers, 
climatoligists have concluded that the 
global warming trend has accelerated 
throughout the decade of the 1980s. 
In addition, four of the warmest years 
on record have occured in the 1980s. 

The Greenhouse Effect is produced 
by man made pollutants such as car¬ 
bon difonde and other industrial gases 
which, when released into the atmos¬ 
phere allow sunlight to enter but trap 
the resulting heat within. This trapped 


heat eventually raises global temper¬ 
atures and may cause a rise in sea 
level as polar ice melts. A global tem¬ 
perature rise of just a few degrees 
would also disrupt worldwide agricul¬ 
tural patterns and output. 

Red Dawn — Soviet special forces 
troops may be conducting training 
operations on a number of Alaskan 
islands in the Bering Sea. According 
to Alaska National Guard officials, 
patrols by the Guard have uncovered 
Soviet military gear, and have spotted 
unidentified personnel who have fled 
when approached by Guard units. Seek¬ 
ing to downplay the incidents, Penta¬ 
gon officials in Washington have 
speculated that the Soviet military 
items found by the National Guard 
were simply washed ashore, and that 
the personnel observed were probably 
poachers. In response, an intelligence 
officer of the Alaska Guard noted that 
in one instance a Soviet-made battery 
was found by a patrol some two miles 
inland and that, to quote him, “bat¬ 
teries don’t float.” 

Get The Lead Out — Some historians 
have speculated that the fall of the 
Roman empire was caused in part by 
the effects of lead poisoning upon the 
citizens of Rome from use of lead 
plumbing. 

Whether true or not, lead poisoning 
is still a problem which affects many, 
particularly children, in the U.S. When 
lead is ingested in small doses over 
long periods of time, lead poisoning 
results. In the US. lead is most often 
ingested through contaminated water. 

In an effort to combat the problem 
the US. Environmental Protection 
Administration is offering a free book¬ 
let entitled, “Lead in Your Drinking 
Water.” The booklet tells how to have 
your drinking water tested for lead 
contamination and how to correct the 
problem if it exists. Tb obtain a copy 
of the booklet write to the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Administration, 
Washington, D.C. 20460. •

The influence of the political left. . . 


J N the spring of 1970, during the 
Vietnam War, when United States 
military units invaded Cambodia to get 
at communist forces enjoying sanctu¬ 
ary there, I was a freshman at Califor¬ 
nia State University. 

The Students for a Democratic Soci¬ 
ety (SDS) and other groups of the well 
organized student political left had 
managed with noisy speeches and vio¬ 
lent demonstrations to throw that par¬ 
ticular campus and many others across 
the country into chaos. 

Ronald Reagan, then governor of 
California, had ordered the state’s col¬ 
lege and university campuses closed 
temporarily in an effort to restore 
peace and order. 

Many students and faculty — and, 
no doubt, certain outside agitators — 
had stayed on campus following the 
closing of the university and there was 
an impromptu discussion of the sit¬ 
uation between students and faculty 
going on at a park-like area outside 
on campus known as “the quad.” A 
wooden podium with microphone and 
loudspeaker system hooked to it were 
set up and various students and profes¬ 
sors were individually expressing their 
views. 

As I sat among the crowd listening 
and watching, someone who appeared 
to be a student with long hair and 
headband and wearing typically hyp- 
pie clothing suddenly dashed to the 
podium as a professor was speaking, 
lifted the podium up and threw it to 
the ground, knocking out the loud¬ 
speaker system. This “student” who 
must have been some communist dupe 
then raised his fist in the air and 
shouted something like, “Enough of 
this — man! Power to the people!” 
There were other exhortations for us 
all to get going and riot or something 
like that. Anyway that was the end 
of the previously peaceful open-air 
discussion. 

I remember this incident not so 
much for its significance at the time 
but more for what it would later come 
to symbolize to me in political terms. 

Looking back and thinking about my 
attitudes and beliefs of that time I 


have to see myself as having been 
rather innocent, naive and quite sus¬ 
ceptible to the popular anti-war and 
leftist propaganda of the day. Later I 
graduated from the university and ven¬ 
tured into the real world as a well 
indoctrinated liberal. 

I had no conception then of what 
gun writer Jeff Cooper refers to as the 
“CLAMS” — congressional left + 
academia + media. 

And since then I’ve come to the con¬ 
clusion that the universities and col¬ 
leges can be hotbeds for socialistic 
thinking and that quite a few people 
in our news and entertainment media 
are biased toward the liberal-left polit¬ 
ically and pump out a lot of prop¬ 
aganda to that effect. 

Clearly, within our own society and 
in many other societies around the 
world today, there is an ongoing polit¬ 
ical struggle between those people who 
want governments modeled on some 
form and degree of communism or 
socialism and those people opposed to 
such governmental systems who are 
usually referred to as the political 
right wing. Speaking generally, this 
same struggle has occurred around the 
world all of this century. Freedom lov¬ 
ing people everywhere have watched 
in horror the rise of communist dic¬ 
tatorships in different parts of the 
world and wondered what will be the 
ultimate outcome for democratic soci¬ 
eties where individual freedoms are 
valued over subservience to the state.

I’m not saying that all right-wing 
governments and political thinking are 
inherently good and preferred over 
those of the left. It’s simply that there 
is too much at stake —namely the very 
survival of freedom and democracy — 
for anyone who cherishes these con¬ 
cepts to stay out of involvement in polit¬ 
ical affairs.

Camouflage Concealment 



Leaf'O'Flage 

The ultimate camouflage. . .

Tlyjry assignment was to protect a 
JL wJL sector of the perimeter surround¬ 
ing my unit’s jungle base camp. It was 
late morning and my riverbank ambush 
position grew warm and humid. As I 
crouched into position, I recalled the 
base commander’s briefing. 

“Expect a large enemy unit to approach 
by way of the slope to our east. Our 
defenses along the base of the slope 
need to be tight. Try for ambush and 
enemy elimination.” 

Facing the hill, I dug into a dark 
pocket of green foliage. In moments, 
I spotted an attacking unit picking its 
way down the brushy incline. There 
was no doubt that they expected our 
ambush. One surprise, however, that 
the enemy couldn’t have expected was 
my virtual cloak of invisibility. I was 
wearing a three-dimensional camouflage 
blind. 

I patiently held my fire, confident that 
I would go unseen. The unit approached 
within 10 feet of me before I opened 
fire. My first two shots took out both 
of the nearest enemy and sent the rest 
scrambling for cover. I could hear them 
asking one another for my location. 
They knew I was close, but had no idea 
where. After 10 minutes of stalling, 
they decided that I had bugged out. 
As they continued their approach, I 
pumped a paintball into the chamber. 
When I did, I felt the telltale squish 
of the ball bursting. 

When a paintball bursts in the bar¬ 
rel of a paintgun, that ball will blow

out in a harmless splatter. Also, every 
following ball will break until the bar¬ 
rel is cleaned. 

During my confrontation, most of the 
other perimeter defenders had bought 
the proverbial farm. I knew that I was 
alone, I was outnumbered, and I would 
probably join my comrades in the elimi¬ 
nation zone. The hero in me spoke up 
and I decided to see just how well 
this new camouflage of mine would 
work. 

I allowed one unfortunate enemy to 
walk within three feet of my position 
before I splattered him. As a rule, 
splatters don’t count as a kill, but this 
guy was so splattered that he called 
himself out. 

At this point, the world fell in on 
me. Attackers from ahead began shoot¬ 
ing every bush and movement. Flankers 
fell in and paintballs zipped wildly 
around my head. Eventually, I was hit, 
but I came away knowing that I could 
rely on my new leaf-o-flage camo to 
make me practically unnoticeable. 

As an avid paintball player, 1 have 
worn my leaf-o-flage outfit for over 15 
days of play. That’s over 100 hours of 
field testing. There have been numer¬ 
ous occasions when the enemy would 
' walk directly to me, and even more when 
they would unwittingly expose them¬ 
selves to my field of fire. 

The leaf-o-flage, or bush, outfit is 


characterized by its leafy vinyl-like 
material. This material has texture that 
closely imitates nature’s own pattern. 
The military uses leaf-o-flage mounted 
on nets as radar scattering throw tarps 
to cover jeeps, tanks, planes, or any 
other conceaiable objects. 

Compared to the legendary Ghillie 
suits (which are constructed of frayed 
burlap), bush suits have the advantages 
of being more mobile, less thermally 
restrictive, and more natural looking. 
Additionally, the leaf material causes 
the sun to reflect and cast shadows, thus 
lending to the natural presentation. 

Believe it or not, the light nylon leaf 
makes almost no extra noise during 
movement. 

As with any other camouflage, leaf- 
o-flage is most effective when the wearer 
remains completely still. In almost any 
green or bushy environment, a motion¬ 
less “bushman” will be nearly impos¬ 
sible to spot. 

Surprisingly, I have found that a 
built-up leaf-o-flage suit is no warmer 
than the clothing it is fastened to. In 
colder climes, extra clothing can be worn 
beneath the suit without interfering 
with the camouflage effect.

Your Own Well 

Digging or drilling a water well has 
nearly become a lost art. . .

AVING a supply of water in your 
home saves a lot of drudgery. 
With the average person using tens or 
even hundreds of gallons of water a 
day, the prospect of having to carry 
water from a nearby spring, river, or 
lake is almost impossible to imagine 
without making a major change in 
lifestyle. 

Yet, for most of us, that’s just what 
would happen in a disaster. The local 
water works shuts down and we’re 
without water unless we carry it in 
buckets or have a supply of water jugs 
stashed away in the basement. A long¬ 
term disaster, for most of us, means 
a return to the Dark Ages whenever 
it comes time to get a drink or wash 
hands or dishes. 

Getting an “in house” (or close-to- 
the house) source of water could really 
improve things and save a lot of time 
otherwise spent hauling water during 
a disaster; time which might be better 
spent working at producing food or any 
of a number of other important sur¬ 
vival tasks. While a few lucky souls 
have a nearby spring or creek from 
which water can be diverted into their 
li ving area, most of us don’t have that 
luxury. 

A water well can be an important 
solution to the problem. 

Unfortunately, digging or drilling a 
water well has nearly become a lost 
art in the United States with only a 
few people knowing how to go about 
doing it properly. 

The first secret to creating a water 
well is finding the proper location for 
it. Space doesn’t permit going into this 
in great detail, but an important point 
to keep in mind is that water tends 
to seek low points; you’re more likely 
to strike water at the base of a hill 
than at its top (or at least you’ll reach 
it sooner). Also, keep in mind the fact 
that care must be taken not to dig a 
well where the water might be con¬ 
taminated by sewage systems, chem¬ 


ical contaminants, surface run off or 
the like. 

It should be noted that “old timers” 
claim that one of the best ways to find 
water which is within 20 to 30 feet 
of the ground is to find a spot where 
willows or cottonwood trees are grow¬ 
ing naturally — not planted there — 
and flourishing. In such a spot, water 
is generally close to the surface of the 
earth. 

Several good sources of information 
on modem methods of finding the proper 
site for a well (along with a lot of 
other helpful information) are avail¬ 
able. Perhaps the best source is the 
Water Well Manual by Ulric Gibson 
and Rexford Singer (available for $9 
from the U.S. Government Printing 
Office, Washington, DC 20402) which 
gives you most of what you need to 
create — or find someone to create — 
a modern well. Another help is to get 
a regional map showing surface drainage 
and rock types in your area and trac¬ 


ing the source of your ground water; 
while this is a tedious task, maps from 
the American Association of Petroleum 
Geologists Bookstore (PO. Box 979, 
Tulsa, OK 74101) will help you out as 
well as many local county extension 
agents. Other help can be found in Plan¬ 
ning for an Individual Water System 
($7 from AAVIM, Engineering Center, 
Athens, GA 30602), Water Supply for 
Rural Areas and Small Communities 
($28 from World Health Organization, 
49 Sheridan Ave., Albany, NY 12210); 
Manual of Individual Water Supply 
Systems (U.S. Printing Office); Plan¬ 
ning for an Individual Water System 
($7 from American Association for 
Vocational Instructional Materials 
Engineering Center, Athens, GA 30602); 
and Ground Water Manual ($14 from 
the U.S. Government Printing Office). 

Right out front, it should be noted 
that the best bet for having a well 
available for emergency use is to have 
a well drilled by a commercial driller 
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now and then leave it covered but 
ready to go if you don’t need it now. 
Having a water well ready to go would 
save a lot of tears and sweat and really 
make the transition from your municipal 
supply to your own well considerably 
less traumatic. 

There’s also a do-it-yourself method 
for digging a well before a disaster (when 
you have the time and utility-supplied 
power and water to do it). This is a 
small well digging machine called the 
“Hydra Drill.” The device comes with 
its own hoist and power unit and can 
dig a well up to 3V2 inches wide down 
to 200 feet. Cost is slightly over $500 
and information on the unit is avail¬ 
able from Deeprock Manufacturing (Box 
1, Opelika, AL 36802). 

What if you have to dig a well fol¬ 
lowing a disaster? 

Some methods aren’t practical with¬ 
out specialized machinery and power 
sources. Blasting, water-jet drilling, etc., 
are all out if you’re starting practi¬ 
cally from scratch. Post disaster wells 
will have to be dug using mostly mus¬ 
cle power and methods used by our 
forefathers. And, after all, it must 
be remembered that, not long ago, this 
was the way of doing things. 

Digging a well with a spade and 
shoring up the hole as it is dug can 
be done, but such work takes forever 
and a day and can be very dangerous. 
Furthermore, once in, a shovel-dug well 
is dangerous since children often man¬ 
age to fall into them. 

Another large problem has to be 
faced since shoring systems are nor¬ 
mally based on straight boards which 
create square shafts and, in turn, 
square-walled wells which are very 
inferior in strength to round-walled 
wells. Added to the problem is that the 
wood shoring will gradually rot, swell 
with the moisture of the well, and even¬ 
tually cave in. This means that the shor¬ 
ing has to be lined with rock. We’re 
talking major work with a large, hand- 
dug well which is designed to last for 
more than a few weeks. 

Auger — A better bet is to go to a 
smaller scale and dig a well in which 
it isn’t necessary for the workers) to 
be inside as it’s dug. In areas with very 
firm soil (lots of clay) and where ground 
water is 50 feet or less from the sur- 
vace, a well can be put in with a hand 
auger Such auger bits are sometimes 
used for digging post holes and can be 
found in many farmer’s supply stores 
or ordered through most farmers’ co-ops. 

Ib dig the well, the auger is twisted 
into the ground until the screw head 


is filled with dirt. The tool is then 
lifted out of the hole and the dirt 
knocked out of it. As the well hole 
deepens, the handle is removed from 
the auger and a length of pipe added 
to it to make it longer so that the hole 
can be dug farther into the ground. 
As the length of the pipe on the auger 
becomes greater, a 10-foot or higher 
platform is normally made over the 
well sight so that the auger can be 
pulled out by a man on the tower work¬ 
ing in conjunction with another on the 
ground. Once dug, an “augered” well 
is lined with pipe or concrete sections 
to keep it from caving in or becoming 
contaminated with run-off surface water. 

In areas where the soil is sandy and 
water is within 30 feet of the surface, 
auger digging doesn’t work too well 
since the well tends to cave in before 
the water is reached. Another type of 
well which is easier to dig in such soil 
is the “sand point” or “driven” well. 
Such weiis are pretty simple and quick 
to drill and might even be done on a 
“make do” basis with household plumb 
ing pipe (though the flow from such 
a well would be rather small), 
household piumbing pipe (though the 
flow from such a well would be rather 
small). 

Of course you can’t just push the 
pipe into the ground and have a well. 
The end going into the earth needs a 
special end called the “point” which, 
as the name suggests, has a pointed, 


spear-like end which is easily driven 
into the ground. The point section also 
has a number of small holes in it so 
that water can flow into it while sand 
and dirt are filtered out of the water. 

The simplest method of obtaining a 
point (and the pipe coupling to connect 
to it) is simply to go to an irrigation 
supply company (try your local farmers’ 
co-op for a near-by source) and buy 
what you need. But, in a post-disaster 
situation, the point section could be 
created by some judicious grinding, shap¬ 
ing, and welding of a pipe so that it 
ended in a point. Small holes could then 
be drilled into it (or slits filed into its 
surface). This would be a very tedious 
job, however; buy now or pay later 
seems to be the choice here. 

Generally the sand point well is 
pushed into the earth by some sort of 
wei ght which is dropped from a pulley 
hoist nr the like. The tool designed for 
this is called a “bell;” the heavy bell 
driver fits over the end of the pipe and 
has handies on either side so that a 
couple of stout fellows might use it 
without a hoist. (In a real pinch, it is 
even possible to use a sledge hammer 
rather than a bell to drive a sand 
point into the earth.) 

The point and each section of pipe 
that is fitted to it as it is driven into 
the ground are threaded on each end 
and joined together with pipe couplings. 
As can be imagined, great care has to 
be taken when driving the point and

pipe into the ground not to damage 
the threads in the top section being 
struck by the beil driver. Generally, 
this is avoided by using a protective cap 
which is screwed tightly into place over 
the exposed threaded end of the pipe 
or point being driven into the ground. 
Using a number of weaker blows to 
drive the pipe rather than heavy blows 
is also a good way to protect the threads. 

When the section of pipe is most of 
the way into the ground, the end cap 
is removed from the pipe, a coupling 
is threaded onto it, and another piece 
of pipe fitted onto it. The end cap is 
then placed on the top of the new sec¬ 
tion of pipe. Care has to also be taken 
to check the protective cap from time 
to time as the section is being driven 
into the ground since the cap will tend 
to work loose under the blows of the 
bell; if it comes loose and the cap is 
hit, the threads can be ruined. Ruin¬ 
ing the threads means you’ll have to 
abandon the sections of pipe in the 
ground or rethread the section by 
hand, neither of which is too rosy a 
proposition. 

Using A Weight — A second way of 
driving larger pipe with a sand point 
is to use a long weight inside the pipe 
and point. This weight is lowered up 
and down to strike the point from 
inside. This method is normally a bit 
slower than using a bell since less 
weight can be brought to bear on the 
point. But it is also less apt to damage 
the threads on the pipe or cause the 
pipe to bend. 

Five-foot lengths of pipe are the 
maximum size to be used with a sand 
point well. When joining each section 
of pipe, use plumber’s pipe compound 
to help prevent leaks and/or air get¬ 
ting into the pipe when you’re trying 
to pump water through it later on. 

The holes in the sand point some¬ 
times clog up and the amount of flow¬ 
ing water drops down, often leading 
the user to think the well has run dry. 
Back in the “good old days” when 
I was a kid, the solution to this pro¬ 
blem was quite simple: the pump was 
removed from the sand point and a 
small caliber rifle (usually a .22 LR) 
fired down the well two or three times. 
This generally seemed to work quite 
well, though one has to wonder if the 
lead of the bullets might have raised 
the lead content of the water to rather 
high levels. Care should also be taken 
to be sure water doesn’t get into the 


barrel before it is fired. 

Another type of well which can be 
put in by hand is the cased well. Such 
a well uses a string of connected sec¬ 
tions of lightweight casing. The casing 
shell is slowly lowered into a hole which 
is dug from inside the casing itself with 
an auger (in clay soil) or with a tool 
called the bail cup or bail bucket. 

There are several types of bail cups. 
In sandy soil, the tool is like a long 
bucket with a hinged valve at its bot¬ 
tom. A weight slides up and down inside 
the top of the bucket and the rope con¬ 
nected to the bucket to pull it back 
up is connected to the weight. When 
the bucket is pulled back to the sur¬ 
face after being dropped into the sandy 
soil, the suction of the weight tends 
to pull the sand upward momentarily 
and the valve shuts below it to keep 
the sand in it. 

The other type of bucket is a heavy 
set of blades which first cut into the 
dirt and then tighten up to take a bite 
out of the ground which will remain 
in the bail as it is hoisted back out. 
This type of bail bucket works in a 
manner very similar to a two-handled, 
manual post hole digger or some cranes 
used for earth moving purposes. 

As dirt, rock, and sand are removed 
from below the casing, the casing can 
be pushed down and other sections 
added to the casing from above. The 
maximum practical depth for a cased 
well driven this way is about 50 feet 
with sandy soil being most ideal for 



putting down the well. 

Moving the bail up and down is best 
done by building a small hoist above 
the well and then dropping the weighted 
bailing bucket straight down the cas¬ 
ing shaft; a pulley really helps when 
it’s time to hoist the bucket and dirt 
up out of the well. This task is quite 
a job and best done by a number of 
strong men with a tractor, car, or 
other motorized vehicle being most 
ideal for making the work of hoisting 
the bail bucket go more easily. 

Once the casing has gone down far 
enough to reach water, getting the 
water up out of a cased well is usually 
achieved by placing an electric pump 
toward the bottom of the casing. But 
it is also possible (and more practical 
in many survival situations) to place 
a pipe inside the casing and use a 
pump on the surface or — if a pump 
isn’t available — to simply drop a 
bucket or similar container fastened 
to a rope down into the well and then 
pull it out after it has filled with 
water. If time permits, a weighted 
bucket with a rubber valve on its bot¬ 
tom can be made which will greatly 
speed up this process. 

It should also be noted that cased 
wells are very common in some areas 
of the country. During an emergency, 
it would be possible to decouple and 
remove electric pumps from these wells 
and use a bucket, can, etc., on a rope 
or string to bring water up out of the 
well. This would be slow going but 
could be used to supply drinking water 
when none was otherwise available. 

Pumps — A wide array of other types 
of pumps have been created and some 
very simple and reliable hand pumps 
are still available commercially. These 
pumps were widely used in the 1800s 
and early 1900s in the U S. I remem¬ 
ber seeing my grandmother use a hand 
pump which was the sole source of 
water for my grandparents’ whole 
household. 

Two of the best-known, and still avail¬ 
able, of these pumps are the Dempster 
pump (Box 648, Beatrice, NE 68810) 
and the Monitor pump (133 Enter¬ 
prise St., Evansville, WI53536). Prices 
of these range from around $90 to $300 
or more depending on the options you 
need on them (like dr ink i ng fountains!), 
volume you’ll be pumping from the 
well, and the depth of your well. 

In areas which have a steady wind 
from time to time (of 5 mph or more). 
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a windmill is one of the time-honored 
ways of getting water out of the ground 
on a steady basis. Windmills are a bit 
unsightly and need to be about 15 feet 
above surrounding trees and build¬ 
ings to function well; this makes them 
undesirable to many. 

B ut the windmill has a lot of plusses. 
When coupled with a storage tank 
(preferably inside in areas where the 
temperature gets below freezing), the 
windmill can supply a large amount 
of water to a household and, when 
used with a pressurizing tank and 
pump, the water can be supplied with 
enough pressure to make the water flow 
freely throughout the house even if the 
tank is lower than the fixtures. Demp¬ 
ster (address above) and Heller-Aller 
(corner of Perry and Oakwood, Napo¬ 
leon, OH 43545) are the two best 
known companies which make wind¬ 
mill pumps. 

Placing the well slightly uphill from 
a house and using a storage tank can 
also create running water of sorts for 
use by household members. A third way 
of achieving this with cased wells is 
to use a windmill or other source of 
power to compress air which, in turn, 


runs an air-driven pump located at the 
bottom of the cased well. This gives 
the user water whenever the tap on 
the end of the system is turned so 
that running water flows from house¬ 
hold water fixtures just as it does “in 
the big city.” One maker of such a 
pump is Stauffer’s Machine Shop (RD 
3, Pleasant Valley Rd., Ephrata, PA 
17522); cost is around $300 to $400 
depending on the size and capacity of 
pump needed. 

Electric water pumps might be an 
option to those who have emergency 
generators. As with the windmill or 
the hand pump, the electric pump can 
be coupled to a pressurized storage 
tank so it’s possible to run the pump 
for only a short time to supply your 
household for a long period of time 
with running water. Gasoline pumps 
are also available and can be used in 
the same manner for those who don’t 
have an emergency power generator. 

Regardless of what type of pump you 
use, if it is used only intermittently, 
chances are good that it may “lose its 
prime.” This means that the air-tight 
seal is lost and the water in the pump 
and pipe leading from it down into the 


well drops out of the pipe. Marty pumps 
can’t overcome this problem without 
water being added to the pump to 
“prime” it. Thus, anyone needing water 
must be prepared to sacrifice a few gal¬ 
lons to get things started. This can be 
an important point to keep in mind 
during an emergency. 

It is also wise to have spare valves 
for pumps since these seem to be one 
of the first parts to wear out. Follow 
manufacturer’s recommendations on 
lubrication and use and a good pump 
should last a long, long time. 

Whether you “plan ahead” and get 
an emergency well sunk in your back 
yard now, decide to get your own well 
so you can get away from being depen¬ 
dent on someone else for your water, 
or simply give it a “good think” so 
you’ll know how to create a well if you 
ever have to during a long-term dis¬ 
aster, you don't need to be thrown into 
the Dark Ages should your local util¬ 
ities and water works shut down. Like 
the pioneers of a century or two ago, 
you can drill your own well and drink 
water seem ed through your own know¬ 
how and the sweat of your brow. •

Mini crossbow with lots of punch. . . 


T he RX50Q0 pistol crossbow is small 
but with its 50-lb. draw weight 
and bolt velocity of 150 feet per second 
it definitely isn’t a toy. 

The crossbow comes with an all black 
diecast gun body, and suspension steel 
bow. It has a fixed front sight and a 
micro adjustable rear sight. It also 
comes with three target bolts made of 
plastic with aluminum heads, one poly¬ 
ester bow string, instructions and a 
hex wrench for securing the bow to the 
body. 

We tested the RX5000 using a stiff 
double thick cardboard box for a tar¬ 
get. When the first arrow bounced off 
we thought the cardboard was going 
to be too tough for the arrows, but 
that proved to be a fluke. After the ini¬ 
tial shot, every arrow penetrated two 
to three inches. 

We paced off about 20 feet at first 
and got used to the sights and prac¬ 
ticed cocking the powerful bow. Both 
hands are used to draw back the string 
by resting the thumbs on the pistol 
grip and fingers on the string to pull. 
A small arm holds the bolt in place, 
ready for firing. The crossbow could 
theoretically be shot upside down and 
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the arrow wouldn’t fall out. 

We next paced off 30 feet and tested 
the sights for accuracy. The bolts still 
hit with impact and we were surprised 
at the tight groupings we achieved in 
the black bulls-eye area. 

The RX5000 is available for $69.95 
each or two for $119 and three for 


$150. Additional arrows come in pack 
ages of 10 for $12. Extra strings cost 
$5 each. Also now available are twin- 
bladed broadhead arrows for $38 a 
dozen.

Mountaineering Skills: 

Rappelling 


The art of descending a rope. ..

A LTHOUGH rappelling is statisti¬ 
cally one of the most dangerous 
things a climber will do, it can actu¬ 
ally be the safest way of descending a 
mountain. 

A climbing party will often face the 
decision of having to backtrack across 
miles of rough terrain in order to find 
an easier route down. Downclimbing cer¬ 
tain slopes can be highly risky, whereas 
a quick rappel down an otherwise impass¬ 
able wall saves time and lessens the 
danger. 

Rappell ingin its simplest form is noth- 
ing more than sliding down a rope that 
has been anchored to the mountainside 
above. The climber uses friction against 
the rope to control speed and progress. 
Slopes of any angle including smooth ver¬ 
tical walls and even negative angle over¬ 
hangs can be s uccessfully negotiated as 
long as the rope reaches the ground. 

Why learn to rappel? I have often asked 
myself, what good is rappelling if I will 
never become a serious alpinist? Like 
learning cardiopulmonary resuscitation 
(CPR), you may never have occasion to 
use this special knowledge to save a life. 
\ou might, however, use rappelling tech¬ 
niques to descend into canyons and obtain 
inaccessible water. Stranded hikers can 
be rescued, and peopl e threatened by fire 
can flee buildings by descending a rope. 

This article should not be considered 
a lesson on rappelling. Mountaineering 
techniques can be useful survival skills, 
but it is extremely important to learn 
under the supervision of a trained adult 
(See list of climbing schools at the end 
of this article). Learn and practice with 
good instructors and always use equip¬ 
ment tested and rated for climbing. A lit¬ 
tle knowledge used improperly can lead 
to disaster. 

On August 16,1986, a father and his 
two sons were rappelling at Thble Rock, 
a popular training area in North Caro¬ 
lina. Their equipment was a few cara- 
biners and some Goldline rope. Seat har¬ 
nesses were improvised using some of the 
Goldline. 


The older son, age 12, clipped in to the 
rope to rappel using a single wrap around 
a carabiner. Under direction from the 
father, the nervous boy backed over the 
edge out of sight. About 10 seconds later, 
there was a long scream and then a thud. 
After a few seconds the screaming started 
again, the father running over to the 
edge to see his son alive but injured and 
going into shock. 

The boy’s back was badly abraded 
(scraped) indicating that he had been out 
of control. His ankle was badly sprained. 
He had fallen about 36 feet wearing 
shorts, running shoes, but no helmet. 
This accident illustrates what inexper¬ 
ience, improper equipment, and insuffi¬ 
cient safety backups can lead to. 

The climbing rope is your lifeline and 
should be kept clean and free from nicks 
and cuts. An important rule to remem¬ 
ber is ‘ ‘never step on the climbing rope.’ ’ 
If you accidentally do, be prepared for an 
immediate lecture by the owner of the 


rope! Stepping on it will weaken it by 
grinding tiny rocks into its core. 

Before anyone can descend the rope, 
an anchor has to be found or created. An 
ideal anchor would be a thick tree with 
sound roots, or a rock horn that is solid 
and “bomb-proof.” The climbing rope is 
simply wrapped around the anchor, and 
the person rappels down the doubled up 
rope. Once at the bottom, one end of the 
rope is pulled down causing the rope to 
fall to the ground. 

If these ideal anchors cannot be fou nd, 
climbing equipment known as stoppers 
and chocks can be wedged into cracks 
and attached to the rope using gated 
oval clips called carabiners. When these 
methods are used, multiple anchors 
shouldbe set to insure a fail-safe backup 
system. 

Unfortunately this equipment must 
be left behind once the last climber has 
reached the bottom and the rope is pulled 
down. 
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Dulfersitz Rappel —The simplest form 
of rappelling needs no harness or descend¬ 
ing ring. Called the Dulfersitz rappel, 
you begin by straddling the rope as you 
face the anchor. Bring the rope forward 
around the hip, up across the chest, and 
over the opposite shoulder. Now bring 
the rope down the back to be held in the 
braking hand on the same side as the 
wrapped hip. The other hand is used to 
hold the rope above the climber and main¬ 
tain an upright position. 

This method can become extremely 
uncomfortable because of the friction the 
rope causes around the hip and across 
the shoulder. It is also very easy to fall 
out of rappel if you twist to the side or 
let go of the rope. 

For more comfortable rappelling, a har¬ 
ness can be constructed using nylon tubu¬ 
lar webbing. Starting with about 10 feet 
of webbing, tie the ends together with 
a double fisherman’s knot to form a large 
loop. Start with the loop behind the back 
and bring the ends around to the front, 
including a loop from between the legs. 
These three loops are clipped together 
using two carabiners. 

The most comfortable harnesses are

those commercially made. Before using 
a store-bought harness, read the instruc¬ 
tions for tying in. Many climbers have 
fallen because they didn’t loop straps 
back through the buckles. 

When using a commercial harness a 
descender ring is used to control the 
rate of descent. The rope is wrapped 
around the ring and creates friction. 
By letting the rope pass through your 
brake hand to the descender ring you can 
control your speed. Hold tight on the rope 
and you’ll stop. 

All right, you’ve found the perfect 
anchor, and tested it with all your weight 
and might. Your harness is strapped on 
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Kevin Woolf nears the edge of a balancing boulder 100 feet above the ground. 


and all buckles are doubled back. Your 
rope is correctly wrapped around the 
descender ring and your descender is 
carefully clipped into the harness with 
two carabiners. Everything is set to go 
but your courage. It just doesn’t feel 
natural to be leaning out over a 50-foot 
precipice. 

Starting out can be the most nerve- 
racking part of a rappel. You have to force 
yourself to lean out so your legs can get 
perpendicular to the slope. Do this by 
standing still with feet spread shoulder 
wide. Now slowly loosen your brake hand 
so that rope passes through the descender 
ring. When your legs reach a 45-degree 
angle in relation to the slope you are 
ready to begin the rappel. 

Walk down slowly, feeding the rope 


through the friction ring to maintain the 
correct stance. People will say, “don’t 
look down,’ ’ as a way of helping you over¬ 
come fear. Rappelling is like walking 
backwards. It’s important to look where 
you’re going so that undercuts and fis¬ 
sures won’t be a surprise. Before you 
know it you’ll be down at the bottom 
with a new sense of exhilaration and 
accomplishment. 

Accidents — Most accidents in rappel¬ 
ling are the result of anchor failure and 
human error. On July 31,1984, Daniel 
Meteer, 30, and Christopher Page, 32, 
were descending after an unsuccessful 
attempt to climb the North Ridge of the 
Middle Tston in Wyoming. They came 
to an ever-steepening terrain that led to 


a vertical wall. Meteer selected a horn 
jutting some 12 inches out of the dirt and 
gravel ground. After attaching his rope 
to the rock, and without striking or shak¬ 
ing the rock to test it, he started down. 
Page watched in disbelief as the rock 
“about three feet by 2Vz feet” pulled out 
and tipped forward. Meteer, seeing the 
anchor fail, reached for a handhold, and 
then started to bump downwards, dis¬ 
appearing over the lip of the headwall 
He fell about 240 feet to his death. 

Safety and backup procedures are so 
important. Where loose rocks are present, 
always wear a helmet. Even tiny rocks 
can kill once they begin high speed skip¬ 
ping down a slope. My friend received a 
mild concussion after a one-inch rock 
bounced down and struck him on the 
head. 

To insure against anchor failure, find 
and set multiple anchors. If one pulls out, 
two or three others will hold. So that you 
don’t rappel off the end of a rope into free 
space, make sure the rope touches the 
ground or a safe ledge. You can also tie 
a knot at the end of the rope to prevent 
the end from going through the brake 
system. 

On really long rappels a climber can 
be belayed. With a separate rope tied to 
your harness, a buddy can anchor him 
self apart from the main rappel anchor, 
and feed out line as you go down. If the 
rappel rope fails, or the climber becomes 
incapacitated, the belayer can safely 
lower the rappeller with the belay line. 

My stomach still feels like it has drop-

HEN the Tartar armies under 
the command of Kipchak Jani- 
beg besieged the Black Sea trading 
port of Caffa for a year, they suddenly 
found themselves overtaken by a mys¬ 
terious plague. According to Geoffrey 
Marks in his book MEDIEVAL PLAGUE, 
it was killing the soldiers at such a 
fast rate that they were “fatigued, stu- 
pified, and amazed” into full retreat 
by 1347. 

Before Janibeg called off the attack 
though, he decided to give the defen¬ 
ders a taste of what his men were 
suffering. Loading the catapults with 
his soldiers’ corpses, he launched them 
into the city. Soon the inhabitants, 
totally encircled and unable to pro¬ 
perly dispose of the remains, found 
themselves infected by the same deadly 
disease. 

When the siege was finally lifted, 
sailors once trapped by the fierce bat¬ 
tle, again were able to leave the city. 
Unfortunately they carried with them 
and into Europe, the infection that 
according to some, would start the 
Medieval Plague. By conservative esti¬ 
mates, this early form of bacteriolog¬ 
ical warfare would ultimately result 
in 25,000,000 deaths. Others say it 
claimed up to 50 percent of that con¬ 
tinent’s population, or nearly twice 
that amount. 

Several hundred years later in 1763, 
General Jeffrey Amherst, offered small¬ 
pox-infected blankets as gifts to nearby 
new world Indians. Though perhaps 
more esthetically pleasing as a method 
of biological warfare, the results were 
just as devastating. 

Unlike smallpox, the plague still 
exists, and in certain remote regions 
of the Western United States, actually 
thrives. 

Only last year, a Phoenix hunter 
killed a rabbit, but was forced to dis¬ 
card the meat because it smelled and 
looked abnormal. Some three days later, 
he was sick enough to enter the hospi¬ 


tal. In an hour and a half, he died of 
what would subsequently be diagnosed 
as bubonic plague. 

Prompted in part by the incident, 
the U.S. Department of Agriculture 
released some shocking statistics in 
August of 1987. In Cochise County Ari¬ 
zona (where heavily visited Chirica- 
hua National Monument is), 81 percent 
of all carnivore blood samples taken 


had plague antibodies. Three of three 
coyotes from nearby Rucker Lake were 
plague positive. 

Near Williams, Arizona, 6 of 12 coy¬ 
otes tested positive. North of Flagstaff, 
prairie dogs in a one-square mile area 
of Doney Park (off U.S. Highway 89), 
were dying off from the infection. In 
Greenlee County (which borders New 
Mexico), one of three black bears and 
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Encounters with animals near high altitude watering spots like these might leave you with good 
memories, or the plague. 


one mountain lion had the antibodies. 
Near Prescott, Arizona, 8 of 10 coyotes 
were plague positive, and 10 of 18 car¬ 
nivores tested with the infection. 

In fact, since virtually every county 
in Arizona tested with some plague 
activity, the Arizona Department of 
Health Services later issued warnings 
that advised “campers, hunters, and 
other recreationalists to follow some 


basic precautions to avoid exposure 
when enjoying the outdoors.” 

Though it's possible to encounter 
plague virtually anywhere, Arizona 
Outdoor News reported that the most 
susceptible areas are those “parts of 
northern and eastern Arizona at ele¬ 
vations of 4,500 feet or higher.” 

Yersinia Pestis — A small rod shaped 


bacteria, Yersinia pestis , causes the 
“plague.” It reproduces at such a high 
rate, that the number of organisms in 
an infected person can actually double 
every two hours. It usually affects 
small rodents like rats, mice, prairie 
dogs, and ground squirrels, hut can be 
transmitted to larger animals such as 
rabbits, bears, coyotes, bobcats, and 
where it counts most, man himself. 
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Black plague as it’s sometimes called, 
is transmitted through a very distinct 
series of events. Typically a flea bites 
an infected rodent, and ingests the bac¬ 
illi as part of its blood meal. There 
the bacteria reproduce at such rate that 
the flea’s mouth and stomach actually 
become blocked. When the flea finally 
abandons the dead or dying rodent, it 
begins to frantically search for another 
host. Once on the new animal, the flea 
attaches itself, but must first clear 
the blockage from its mouth to eat. This 
is accomplished by ejecting the con¬ 
tents of its stomach. The plague has 
now successfully been spread to yet 
another victim. 

If it happens to be a human that’s 
infected, symptoms typically develop 
in two to eight days. At that time, the 
victim’s temperature will rise suddenly 
(to 103 to 104 degrees), and will be 


accompanied by nausea, headache, and 
exhaustion. Lymph nodes, teaming with 
bacteria will swell. These buboes, as 
they’re called, will usually appear in 
the groin or armpits, and are painful 
enough to keep the victim from moving. 

Though today’s doctors are armed 
with specialized and potent antibiotics, 
14 percent of all cases diagnosed in 
the United States are still fatal. In 
fact, it can be so severe in its pneu¬ 
monic form (where the bacilli affect 
mainly the victim’s lungs), that it’s 
possible for the disease to run its 
entire course and death to occur within 
24 hours. 

The best remedy, as with most seri¬ 
ously contagious diseases, is to avoid 
exposure by religiously following cer¬ 
tain preventative measures. First and 
foremost, you should never create (or 
camp by), any rodent or small animal 


food supplies. 

Many claim the chief reason plague 
spread so fast in Europe, was improper 
sanitation practices. Trash, rotting 
food, and even defecation that littered 
the crowded streets, proved perfect 
breeding grounds for carrier rats and 
mice. Unfortunately illegal dumps in 
the Western U.S. are on the increase 
as is the plague. Both proper waste dis¬ 
posal, and food storage practices, 
whether in the back woods or big city, 
are two of the best ways to minimize 
exposure. 

Anyone entering an area known to 
be affected by the plague, should adhere 
to certain precautionary measures (hun¬ 
ters in particular). 

NEVER VENTURE TOO CLOSE TO 
RODENT NESTS OR BURROWS. Even 
though the infected animal may be 
absent or dead, fleas have been known 
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Illegal dumps like these are where you’re more likely to encounter plague-infested animals. 


to survive for considerable lengths of 
time in the confines of a nest. Should 
you accidentally fall in, or foolishly 
dig there, you could very well be the 
next victim. 

BEFORE YOU GO OUT, TREAT 
ANY AND ALL EXPOSED AREAS 
OF YOUR SKIN WITH A GOOD 
INSECT REPELLENT. Not only will 
this make you more comfortable as the 
day wears on, but you become a less 
inviting target for hungry fleas. 

WEAR SURGICAL QUALITY RUB¬ 
BER GLOVES ANY TIME YOU CLEAN 
AN ANIMAL. This lets you avoid both 
direct contact with what might be an 
infected animal, and the fleas living 
on it. 

NEVER KEEP OR EAT MEAT THAT 
LOOKS QUESTIONABLE. For the 
untrained eye, it’s almost impossible 
(and dangerous) to try and determine 


if the animal is infected. It will how¬ 
ever, smell bad, look sick, or look swollen 
internally. The best rule of thumb is, 
if there's any question, simply discard 
it. A coyote or another carnivore will 
discover it soon enough, so you’re really 
not letting anything go to waste. You 
might even take it a step further, by 
following the old hunting adage: If it’s 
not moving, don’t bother. 

NEVER FEED WILD ANIMALS, 
WHETHER FRIENDLY OR NOT 
Remember unlike rabies the animal 
will not go “mad.” And it is possible 
to contract the disease by infected 
saliva entering through an open cut, 
or any mucous membrane. In other 
words, should you feed an infected rab¬ 
bit or squirrel, and then do something 
as innocent as rub your eyes, nose, or 
mouth, you stand a chance of catching 
it. 


Pet Owner — Anyone with a pet suffers 
a higher risk of being exposed. Addi¬ 
tional precautions for pet owners include: 

KEEP THE PET ON A LEASH. The 
more your pet roams, the higher the 
chances of encountering an infected 
animal. Dogs love to chase rabbits, and 
digging seems to be a full time job. 
Unfortunately, both are considered high 
risk as far as the plague is concerned. 

KEEP A FRESH FLEA COLLAR ON 
THEM AT ALL TIMES, AND PERI¬ 
ODICALLY DUST THEM WITH A 
GOOD POWDER. Once again, the col¬ 
lar and powder makes for a much less 
inviting target. 

NEVER APPROACH OR INSPECT 
A DEAD ANIMAL. If it died of plague, 
odds are pretty good that a number 
of fleas are looking for a new home. 
This is particularly true for that curi¬ 
ous dog, who always loves to discover 
new smells, no matter how revolting. 

By now, you’ve probably been scared 
out of this year’s camping trip. But, 
the Arizona Department of Health Serv¬ 
ices stresses that though bubonic pla¬ 
gue is currently common in certain 
animal populations, it is very rare in 
humans. Their statistics show that for 
the period between 1980 and 1984 only 
19 cases of Bubonic plague were con¬ 
firmed in Arizona. From 1975 to 1979 
only 16 humans contracted the dis¬ 
ease in that state. 

Anytime you’re in the wilds, you risk 
exposure to a number of diseases, includ¬ 
ing giardia, plague and even rabies. 
While the statistics can be quite alarm¬ 
ing, we need not curtail our outdoor 
activities. 

By simply recognizing the inherent 
hazards sometimes imposed by our won¬ 
derful outdoors, and reacting in a pru¬ 
dent, safe manner (like following these 
simple precautions), we’ll always be 
able to enjoy it. •

With a few finishing touches, this weapon could easily win matches 

or dominate fire fights. . . 

By Jim Thompson 


AR-48 is Springfield Armory’s 
semi-automatic version of the 
FAL, and SAR-48 HB is the semi¬ 
automatic, Heavy Barreled version of 
the squad automatic weapon used by 
Brazil, Israel, Peru, Australia, and 
Canada, among others. 

The “original” is, of course, the Bel¬ 
gian Fabrique Nationale FAL, itself a 
simplification and refinement of the 
SAFN M.1949. The nomenclature of 
Springfield’s rifle, using a Brazilian 
receiver and Israeli parts elsewhere, 
pays tribute to T-48, the experimen¬ 
tal FALs built by H&R (500) and High 
Standard (13). This heavy-barreled unit, 


except for the automatic fire provision, 
is something the U.S. Army felt — fool¬ 
ishly, as it turned out — the FAL 
could not be. 

In direct competition against T-44, 
which became M-14, T-48 came out the 
loser. In the long run, of course, M-14 
never did what was expected of it. . . 
nothing less than the replacement of 
all other small arms from the pistol 
to the B.A.R. and light machine gun. 
Because of its conventional design, it 
was especially muzzle light and there¬ 
fore nearly impossible to control in 
automatic fire. M-14 was and is a fine, 
superbly accurate rifle; but whoever 


in the military rejected FAL was at 
least premature, at worst. . . much 
worse. 

M-14 has been replaced by a .22 rifle 
of very limited range and power which 
many claim will prove inadequate if 
its next combat use is in open country. 
FAL, while replaced or supplemented 
in many armies owing to high procure¬ 
ment costs, is still the standard infan¬ 
try rifle of much of the world, and has 
in fact provided those armies which 
use it with the versatility our Army 
expected from M-14 and never got. 

All this came at a price. SAR-48 HB 
is a heavy weapon. I’ve fired FALs of 
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Field stripping begins with rear movement of the takedown latch, snapping the rifle open like a 
shotgun.

this configuration in the fully auto¬ 
matic mode (about 650 r.p.m.), and ob¬ 
tained somewhat fewer hits than with 
the four-pound heavier US. B.A.R. 
M.1918A2. Interestingly, that FAL rifle 
required a little tuning and polishing 
to be 100 percent reliable, but after 
that, never coughed. With a lower rate 
of fire, I had the feeling hit ratio 
would’ve equalled the B.A.R. The ad¬ 
vantage of this to a military unit is 
that all weapons in a squad are field 
compatible, that is, nearly all moving 
parts,ammunition, and magazines can 
be shared, thereby eliminating a lot 
of stoppages. 

The theoretical advantage of the 
SAR-48 HE m sporting applications is 
a little more subtle. The heavy barrel 
should dissipate heat, thus tightening 
groups m sustained fire or match 
events. Recoil should be much reduced, 
and recovery faster. The bipod is of the 
sturdy, useable type. 

The practical advantages are some¬ 
what dissipated by a raspy, 11-pound 
trigger pull on my test rifle (which 
makes absolutely no difference if you’re 
firing rested or from the bipod, prone), 
and by an overly large rear sight aper¬ 
ture, obviously intended for light ma¬ 
chine gun applications. An immediate 
trigger job and change to the standard 
FAL rear sight aperture would elimin¬ 
ate both problems. 

I fired well over 1,000 rounds 
through the SAR-48 HB, completely 
without jams or other malfunctions. 
Parts — reconditioned or new Israeli, 
except for the brand new Brazilian 
receiver — were first rate in every way, 
and except for the trigger, well-fitted 
and adjusted. 

Federal’s 168-grain Sierra Boat Tail 
hollow point Match, Norma’s similar 
168-gram Match, and RIO-CBC 150- 
grain FMJ comprised the lion’s share 
of the ammo fed to this rifle. Also 
digested were smatterings of IMI- 
Samson 150-grain “hardball” and some 
strange surplus Latin American armor 
piercing of mixed headstamps and 
funny looking tarnished cases. After 
a certain amount of function testing — 
about 200 rounds — I became annoyed 
at 4V2-inch groups, I knew it was a 
matter of insufficient discrimination 
through the largish sight aperture, and 
fitted my 6-18 Tasco scope. Despite 
some trouble zeroing this unit — mean¬ 
ing I temporarily lost the appropriate 
Allen wrench — I was able to shrink 
100-yard group size immediately to the 
2-2 1 /2-inch size at the excellent Rio 
Salado facility here in Mesa, Arizona. 

Later, loosening the mount rings and 


properly tightening same and using a 
Bushnell BoreSighter, the anonymous 
Latin American armor piercing made 
one nasty, ragged hole of 20 rounds 
at 100 yards. At 300 yards, with the 
Tasco at 18 power, the Norma round 
put five rounds in just over 4 inches. 
Even rested and/or prone, these “peak” 
groups were not duplicated, but the 
rifle consistently shot under 3 inches 

at 100 yards with all loads, about QVz 
inches at 300 yards. The Norma and 
Federal rounds were the most accurate, 
save for the anonymous surplus ammo, 
which would occasionally amaze. RIO- 


CBC was not far behind. The IMI-Sam- 
son, close to Israeli issue, was identical 
in performance to the RIO-CBC. Per¬ 
haps most significant, unlike some 
semiautos, SAR-48 showed no real 
deviation in point of impact between 
all these rounds. 

In long strings of rapid fire, groups 
suffered only very slightly.

aesthetically annoying. When fired in 
excess of 500 rounds before cleaning, 
the gas system was only marginally 
dirty, and required no special cleaning 
techniques. My M-l at that stage 
appears to have been painted black, 
inside and out, and though it doesn’t 
generally malfunction, it seems at that 
stage right on the brink of stoppage. 
SAR-48 HB never equalled my M-l in 
accuracy; but a lot of time, effort, and 
parts have been put into my National 
Match M-l, and I was testing SAR-48 
HB right out of the box. 

Recoil — Recoil-wise, this rifle is a 
pussycat. It looks stiff when viewed 
from the next bench. But several 
shooters put more than 200 rounds 
through this rifle in an afternoon, with 
only a yawn; nobody was sore the next 
day. During one particularly tedious 
period, I put 500 rounds down the bore 
in an afternoon. I was tired, my left 
forearm was stiff from the sling wrap, 
I smelled like oil and gunpowder, but 
my shoulder was fine. 

Shooting SAR-48 offhand is strange. 
The rifle is so muzzle heavy that groups 
tend to string out vertically. It’s more 
comfortable with the bipod removed, 
but I was disinclined to do so, since 
I would never do so in a fight. The 
carrying handle, a convenience on the 
standard FAL or SAR-48, is a neces¬ 
sity on this version, especially with 
this monster scope. The handle brushed 
the big optic, as did my knuckles, but 
nothing shook loose. 

Toward the end of this test, doing 
some more casual shooting, I fitted a 
Mirador 3-9x40 wide angle, a some¬ 
what more sensible scope for this rifle, 
and got an idea what this piece was 
like as a practical sniping rifle. Snap¬ 
shooting this rifle this way seems silly, 


but I was at the “game” stage of the 
test, looking for things I might have 
missed, not even shooting for group or 
keeping records of rounds, and found 
the rifle quick for its size. 

I maintained and lubricated the rifle, 
except for the period of extended non¬ 
cleaning mentioned, strictly according 
to GI procedures, including the use of 
a homemade MDS and graphite grease 
in the upper receiver tube and trigger. 
Those who use light lubricants with 
this rifle have jams when the rifle gets 
hot, and/or parts wear prematurely. The 
same is true of virtually all firearms, 
but becomes more dramatic as cart¬ 
ridge power and rate of fire increase. 
Stripping the rifle is easy and fast 
with no surprises. 

This is a quality rifle, in need of 
only a very few slight touches to bring 
it near perfection. With those touches, 
it could easily win matches or domin 
ate firefights. Even as is, SAR-48 HB 
is a first rate weapon. •

Tropical Survival Skills: 


Tough Nut 

To Crack 

To get at the edible inner nut of the coconut, you first 
have to break through nature's outer defenses. .. 


By David James Marshall 



Ripe coconut meat separates easily from the shell. 


O F the myriad edible tropical plants, 
the coconut is by far the easiest 
to identify. 

Any South Seas adventure or dis¬ 
aster movie gives the impression that 
the coconut is easy to open, the milk 
is sweet and cool, and the inner white 
meat all you need in the way of solid 
food. That’s not entirely true. There are 
a few common misconceptions and pro¬ 
blems that Fm going to show you how 
to overcome. 

This first one is the toughest. In all 
these movies, how did our cinematic 
hero open that coconut in the first place? 
We can’t all be lucky enough to have 
our own native beauty close at hand 
to take care of our basic needs. 

Tb get at the edible inner nut of 
the coconut, you First have to break 
through nature’s outer defenses. Until 
you do this, the treasure within re¬ 
mains out of reach. The outer shell of 
a mature coconut is a smooth green 
husk, a slippery and tough coating 
given it by nature to guard against 
the coconut crab. Beneath the outer 
husk is a thick layer of matted fibers. 
During growth, these fibers conduct 
moisture drawn through the palm trunk 
into the inner nut. As the nut matures, 
these fibers dry out and deter the coco¬ 
nut crab even more. Only the greenest 
of coconuts are food for the busy crabs. 

Once the outer husk ceases to con¬ 
vey moisture to the inner nut, the dry 
husk becomes too tough for the crab 
to claw its way through. No claw marks 
on a nut that has been on the ground 
fbr a few days means that it’s ripe 
enough for human consumption. These 
nuts ma}^ have big brown marks on 
the outer husk where they’ve laid on 
the ground for a while. Unlike the 
banana, these bruises in no way affect 
the inner edible nut. 


Some folks have a tolerance for the 
soft, gelatinous unripe meat and sweet 
milk. For most people though, the 
effect is that of an industrial strength 
laxative! 

Getting to the inner nut has been 
likened to trying to get to the center 
of a baseball quickly. Yes, it is possible 
to claw one’s way through the husk, 
but there are easier methods. Since we 
frail humans haven’t the large claw 
of the coconut crab, let’s use our brains 
instead. Once the technique is learned, 
and it’s very simple, a mature coconut 
can be opened in about 15 seconds. I’ve 
seen some industrious souls work at 
it for over an hour, cutting their hands 


on the sharp husk fibers, and then 
give up. 

Tb open the outer husk requires a 
tool. While a machete will work, the 
idea isn’t to carve your way through, 
but to split the husk away in large 
sections. The natives of the tropics know 
this, and shyly giggle behind their hands 
at the sight of us big, hulking gringos 
trying to rip open a coconut with our 
bare hands or beat it against a rock. 

The tool the natives use is a stake 
made of hard wood imbedded in the 
ground. I made a similar stake with 
a straight sapling that I cut in the 
jungle and buried in the sand. Tbtal

Irish Terrorism 

Eight centuries of hatred, warfare and violence. . . 

By Carl H. Yaeger 



The six counties of Northern Ireland make up the troublesome province of Ulster. 


This is one of a series of articles on terrorist groups 
and organizations and their supporters. This article 
deals only with individuals and groups involved in 
such activities and is not intended to reflect nega¬ 
tively on other individuals of the same ethnic/reli¬ 
gious/national backgrounds — The Editors. 


T HE old Irish Republican Army 
ballad, The Patriot's Game , tells 
the tragic story of Northern Ireland 
in its six stanzas. The first verse is a 
recruiting pitch to the young: 

Come all you young rebels 

enlist while I sing 

the love of one’s country 

is a beautiful thing 

it banishes fear with 

the speed of a flame 

and it makes you all part of 

the Patriot’s Game 

The patriot’s game probably started 
shortly after 1155 A.D. when Pope 
Adrian IV, an Englishman, granted the 
Island of Ireland as an inheritance to 
English King Henry II. It was at that 
point that the fires of Irish national¬ 
ism were kindled and the spirit of re¬ 
bellion began. 

Eight centuries ago, in 1169 A.D., 
the English first began their empire 
by invading Ireland. By the time that 
King James I took the throne in 1603, 
a dozen Irish uprisings had already 
been suppressed, especially in Ulster, 
the northeasternmost quarter of the 
island. Ulstermen were fierce in fight¬ 
ing the English, but after defeat, they 
were pushed south and their lands sold 
for pennies an acre to colonizing Scots 
men. The Scotch came with “guns and 
Bibles,” as they were fighting their 
own version of a jihad, a holy war 
against the Catholic papists. The Scots, 
Protestant Calvinists, sided with Pro¬ 
testant King William of Orange who 
was fighting Catholic King James II 
for England’s crown. 

Several significant battles were 
fought in Northern Ireland during the 


1600s which are commemorated every 
year by Ulster’s Protestant majority. 
In 1689, the Apprentice Boys of Derry 
slammed the gates of the city to the 
Catholic army to insure King “Billy’s” 
defeat of King James at the Boyne 
River. Shortly after that, less than 5 
percent of Ireland’s 20 million acres 
were in Irish hands. The Irish became 
tenant serfs of English and Protestant 
landlords on their own soil. 

Religious conflict is only part of the 
explanation for England’s extraor¬ 
dinarily cruel suppression of the Irish. 
My name is O’Hanlon 
I just turned sixteen 
my home is in Belfast 
it was there I was weaned 
I was taught all my life 


cruel England to blame 
and I wanted my part in 
The Patriot’s Game. 

A greater part of it was a war be¬ 
tween diverse civilizations; the Nor- 
manized Saxons in England versus the 
Gaelic civilization of Celtic Ireland. 
Saxon hatred of its Gaelic subjects was 
so obsessive, that harsh decrees were 
passed by English monarchs to wipe 
out Gaelic life and culture. The Sta¬ 
tutes of Kilkenny in 1366, and Poyn- 
ings Law in 1494 were comparable to 
the Nazi racial laws against Jews in 
the 1930s as they were unabashedly 
genocidal in their intent and enforce¬ 
ment. They forbade the speaking of the 
Irish language, the use of Irish patro- 
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nyms such as “Me, Mac, or O,” and 
disqualified members of the Gaelic race 
from political, educational, or economic 
rights or privileges. 

The penalty for speaking Irish, 
for the sporting of a moustache in the 
Irish fashion, or for the infringement 
of any of these cultural prohibitions, 
was death. . . preceded by torture. 
These laws and their enforcement were 
at a time when England and Ireland 
shared the Catholic faith. 

The worst scourge, in human form, 
to hit the hapless Irish, was the Eng¬ 
lish Puritan leader Oliver Cromwell, 
who overthrew the English crown and 
instigated a reign of terror. 

Cromwell and his soldiers, the Iron¬ 
sides, looked upon Ireland as being 
assigned to them for scourging, as they 
were the chosen people of their God. 
They viewed the Irish as idol worship¬ 
ping Canaanites who were cursed by 
God and to be cleansed by fire and 
sword. 

A war of extermination was to be 
waged. Cromwell exhorted his holy 
Puritan warriors to spare none, to kill 
as the Old Testament conquerors of 
Jericho did: “Kill all that were, young 
men and old, children and maidens, 
and suckling infants.” 

This practice was hideously carried 
out by Cromwell’s men when they cap¬ 
tured the Irish city of Drogheda in 
1649 and indulged in three days and 
three nights of unending slaughter. 
The entire population of over 15,000 
was massacred. Thousands from the 
surrounding countryside were shipped 
off as slaves to such places as Jamaica. 
By 1654, five-sixths of Ireland’s popu¬ 
lation was dead. The rest lived in 
appalling destitution. Three quarters 
of Irish lands were divided among the 
children of the conquerors. By all in¬ 
dications, the Irish nation was history 
by the year 1776. 

Tis barely two years since 
I wandered away 
with the local battalion 
of the bold IRA 
I read of their heroes 
and I wanted the same 
for to play out my part in 
The Patriot’s Game 

The American Revolution in 1776, 
and the French Revolution in 1789 ig¬ 
nited the fires of Irish independence. 
These revolutions inspired Wolfe Tbne 
to form the United Irishmen, which 
rose against English rule in 1798, only 
to be ruthlessly suppressed. England 
retaliated with economic measures as 
well, forcing the Irish peasants to live 
on a one-crop economy. . . potatoes. 
The great potato famine of 1845 -1850, 


reduced the Irish population even fur¬ 
ther; from eight to four million, to 
death and immigration. 

Other organizations sprang into exis¬ 
tence. The Young Irelanders of 1848 
rose, died, and became the Irish Repub¬ 
lican Brotherhood, the forerunner of 
the present Irish Republican Army, 
which was formed by expatriates in 
New York City in 1857. The Brother¬ 
hood was also called, “The Fenian 
Movement,” and was pledged to the 
violent overthrow of British rule in 
Ireland. In 1865 they began a terrorist 
campaign in England and Ireland 
which continues to this day. 

Fires Of Nationalism — By 1900 
Ireland was literally on fire with 
nationalistic sentiment, but in Ulster, 
the six Protestant counties in the 
north, the Protestants dug in, rallying 
around their secret society, the Loyal 
Orange Order, and the Unionist Party. 

Ireland came close to achieving home 
rule in 1912, but lobbying pressure 
from the Orange Order defeated it in 
Parliament, where the bill was shelved 
until 1914. World War I broke out to 
delay home rule even longer. 

The leaders of the Irish Republican 
Brotherhood plotted an armed upris¬ 
ing which became the famous “Easter 
Uprising” of 1916. It was crushed, and 
16 nationalist leaders were executed. 
These acts caused thousands of volun¬ 
teers to join the newly renamed Irish 
Republican Army which forced Eng¬ 
land, through a combination of guer¬ 
rilla warfare and terrorism, to grant 
home rule to the 26 southern counties. 
The remaining six counties in Ireland 
were to remain in union with Britain.

The Irish politicians in the south who 
“bargained and sold out” were never 
forgiven by the hard-core IRA, and 
when the Irish Free State was pro¬ 
claimed in 1922, the new government 
found itself fighting a civil war with 
former IRA members. 

This island of ours has 
for long been half-free 
six counties are under 
John Bull’s tyranny 
and most of our leaders

The Irish Republican Army went 
underground in the mid 1920s after 
being defeated by the forces of the 
Irish Free State, but worked overtly 
through Sinn Fein, its legal political 
arm. 

Except for a few sporadic border 
skirmishes in 1956, the IRA lay dor¬ 
mant, but in Ulster, the political sit¬ 
uation was becoming so tense, that it 
would give the ERA a chance for a new 
lease on life. The parliament of Ulster, 
the Stormont, was controlled by the

Unionists and the Orange Order, and 
the Catholic community of the six 
counties — over one third of the popu¬ 
lation — suffered from an extremely 
high unemployment rate, had poor 
housing conditions, little political 
power, and few social, economic, or 
political opportunities. 

The black civil rights movement 
in America was the inspiration for the 
formation of the Northern Irish Civil 
Rights Association (NICRA) in 1968. 
When NICRA began its protest mar¬ 
ches, the backlash from the Unionist- 
Orange majority was swift and brutal 
Beatings, stonings and the murder of 
civil rights protesters became com¬ 
mon. The Unionist police force, the 
Paramilitary Royal Ulster Constabu¬ 
lary, used their Protestant riot police, 
the notorious “B” Specials, to break 
up the marches. Their brutality was 
too much, even for the British, so in 
1969, the British Army intervened, 
obstensibly, to protect the Catholics. 
Tb the minority Catholics, however, it 
soon appeared as if the British Army 
was siding with the Protestants. 

The all-powerful Orange Order is as 
responsible, as any one cause, for the 
current problems. When it looked as 
if a series of compromises could be 
reached to insure Catholic rights in 
the late 1960s, a Presbyterian minister, 
the Reverend Ian Paisley, a hell fire 
and brimstone-type preacher and spokes¬ 
man for the Orange Order, started to 
fan the fires of Protestant hatred. The 
lodges of the Order were used to pro¬ 
mote anti-civil rights demonstrations 
and to create a Protestant para-mili- 
tary group — the Ulster Defense 
Association — which comprised many 
off-duty B Specials. 

The objectives of the Orange Order 
are simple enough to understand: 
Union Forever with Britain for Ulster; 


the destruction of Papacy (the Catholic 
Church) and the commemoration of Pro¬ 
testant victories over the Catholics. 

IRA Today — The stuff of today’s IRA 
is the stuff of martyrs, such as John 
Connelly, the military leader of the 
Easter Uprising. 

I learned about Connelly 
he was shot in his chair 
the wounds from his battle 
all bleeding and bare 
his fine body twisted 
all battered and lame 
then I wanted my part in 
The Patriot’s Game 

After holding superior British forces 
at bay, Connelly was wounded and cap¬ 
tured. His wounds were unattended as 
he was dragged to a chair and sum¬ 
marily executed on May 12, 1916. 

Rallying around dead martyrs, such 
as Connelly, the near-defunct IRA 
moved into a power vacuum among 
Ulster’s Catholics and organized a 
terrorist war, first against Ian Paisley’s 
10,000 strong vigilante group, the 
Ulster Protestant Volunteers, the fore¬ 
runner to the UDA. 

In 1969 a combined force of the 
Royal Ulster Constabulary, the B Spe¬ 
cials, and thousands of Paisley’s volun¬ 
teers, attacked the Catholic working 
class ghetto in Belfast with armored 
cars, machine guns, and automatic 
rifles. Then they systematically burned 
down 400 Catholic homes and killed 
and wounded hundreds. 

The “Official Wing” of the IRA, at 
this time, was oriented towards Marx¬ 
ism and counseled a political, not mili¬ 
tary solution. An ultra-nationalist 
split-off occurred shortly after the 
attack on the Catholic ghetto. This 
group was known as the Provisionals, 
or the P-IRA. These were the men who 
developed the new strategy of present- 
day terrorism; of creating an armed 


defense in Catholic areas; building up 
arms caches, and carrying the war to 
England herself. 

The P-IRA hopes to create such chaos 
that an overwhelming British presence 
and crackdown will alienate both 
Catholics and Protestants alike. This 
strategy was given a boost in January, 
1972, when British paratroopers shot 
and killed 13 Irish Civil Rights march¬ 
ers during a demonstration. This atro¬ 
city, known as “Bloody Sunday,” added 
more martyrs to the IRA cause, and 
the die was cast for an increasing ter¬ 
rorist war. 

The P-IRA rallied hundreds to its 
ranks, a new generation of young, 
unemployed, and frustrated men and 
women taking up the gun where their 
fathers left off. Terrorism now became 
a mode of employment; a way of life, 
the only one there was; and an iden¬ 
tity symbol. 

A support system was already in 
place for the new P-IRA; the same sup¬ 
port system used by its forerunners, 
the millions of Americans of Irish 
extraction. Irish American societies, 
such as the Ancient Order of Hiber¬ 
nians in America have long supported 
the cause of Irish independence, but 
new organizations such as NORAID, 
the Northern Irish Aid Committee, and 
the American-Irish Political Education 
Committee, have served to explain the 
IRA struggle to Americans and solicit 
money for the cause. 

International Links — Both wings of 
the IRA have forged international links 
with other terrorist groups. Cooper¬ 
ation with the Spanish Basque ETA 
began as early as 1972. The Basques, 
like the Irish, have been waging an 
ethnic-separatist war for generations. 

The bomb, and bombings, have long 
been a favorite P-IRA weapon and tac- 
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tic. In 1979, P-IRA bombers detonated 
a boat bomb which killed Earl Mount- 
batten, the Queen’s uncle and a British 
hero of World War II. In a bombing/- 
guerrilla ambush, the P-IRA killed 18 
men of Britain’s elite 2nd Parachute 
Regiment on Ulster’s east coast. 

The P-IRA has carried the war to 
England itself, planting bombs in de¬ 
partment stores, in public places, and 
in the streets. A P-IRA car bomb ex¬ 
ploded along a parade route in Lon¬ 
don, killing horses and men of the 
Queen’s Household Guard cavalry. 

The P-IRA are looked upon in the 
terrorist fraternity as the “aristo¬ 
cracy” of bomb-makers. They have 
come a long way since the day 100 
years ago when their forebears in 
the Fenian Society attempted to blow 
up Scotland Yard with a primitive, 
black powder device. 

Today’s P-IRA devices are ultra- 
sophisticated. The bomb which almost 
killed Britain’s Prime Minister Mar¬ 
garet Thatcher and her cabinet at 
Brighton, had been installed months 
before by P-IRA “workmen” who got 
jobs in remodeling the hotel where the 
Conservative Party convention was to 
be held. The bomb was actually built 
into the walls in several locations, and 
had a long-term calender watch timer, 
designed to explode months ahead — 
to the day — from when the timer was 
set. 

Many P-IRA master bomb makers 
learned their trade as electricians and 
as repairmen for pinball repair com¬ 
panies. Over the years, they have 
learned a great deal about sophisti¬ 
cated devices, in such diverse locations 
as South Yemen, Cuba, Lebanon and 
Algeria. They have learned to fashion 
blast accentuators, radio-controlled 
detonators, limpet mines for under¬ 
water explosions, and methods of de¬ 
feating the explosive ordnance tech¬ 
nicians of the British Army. 

The P-IRA has sought arms, money 
and explosives from a number of places. 
Assault rifles, submachine guns, and 
plastic explosives have been supplied 
by Colonel Kaddafi of Libya. Several 
gun-running ships sent by the colonel 
have been intercepted by the Irish 
Navy, but weapons are arriving in 
greater numbers. The venerable old 
Thompson submachine guns of the 
1920s have been replaced by the Ameri¬ 
can Armalite and the Soviet Kalash¬ 
nikov. The Irish National Liberation 
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The counties of Ulster. 


Army (INLA), a radical Marxist off¬ 
shoot of the IRA, has been known to 
have acquired Soviet RPG-7 rocket 
launchers. 

One of the most frightening and 
ominous developments within the IRA 
is the increasingly Marxist content of 
its ideology. This is true of the P-IRA 
also. In the mid 1960s the Official IRA 
and its overt political party, the Sinn 
Fein, became officially Marxist, call¬ 
ing for a liberated Ulster and merging 
it with the Irish Republic to the south. 
Then the struggle would continue until 
the new state was a united, Marxist- 
socialist Ireland. In 1974 the Irish 
Republican Socialist Party split off 
from the Official IRA and formed the 
INLA. 

It is now the INLA which is the 
most militant of the three groups and 
they are much better organized into 
a clandestine cellular unit. The INLA 
is based in Dublin, and recruits from 
the personnel who have been either 
expelled from, or frustrated with, the 
other two wings of the IRA. Weapons 
and explosives come more directly to 
the INLA from communist sources in 
the Eastern Bloc, through surrogates 
in the Middle East, and INLA terror¬ 
ists have forged strong links with 
Euro-terrorists such as France’s Direct 
Action and Belgium’s Communist Com¬ 
batant Cells. 

The rhetoric of the INLA is becom¬ 
ing increasingly anti-NATO and indeed, 
they have declared solidarity with 
those groups throughout Europe and 
the world who are targeting NATO and 
American targets. One assassination 
helped the INLA achieve credibility 


and notoriety: that was the car bomb 
murder of Airey Neave, the British Con¬ 
servative Party spokesman for North¬ 
ern Ireland. 

And so, the struggle continues, 
perhaps for another 800 years, as Saxon 
and Gael, Unionist and Republican, 
Protestant and Catholic, engage in this 
eternal slugfest in Ulster. 

The last tragedy of note on Novem 
ber 8, 1987, was the exploding of a 
40-pound bomb at the community center 
in Enniskillen, Northern Ireland. The 
bomb went off during ceremonies hon¬ 
oring the town’s war dead, killing 11 
Protestant civilians and wounding 60 
more. This added to the casualty roll 
of 2,600 dead and more than 30,000 
wounded since the first outbreak of 
IRA violence in 1968. 

The ballads will continue to be sung 
in the pubs and within families. The 
pulpits will still be ablaze with reli¬ 
gious bigotry, passing the legacy of 
hatred, of a divided Ireland, of polit¬ 
ical sell-outs, and glorifying the dead 
martyrs of the past. The recruiting 
pitch will be directed to the young — 
to take up the gun and fulfill their 
role in the Patriot’s Game. 

Perhaps the fate of Ireland will be 
the same as O’Hanlon’s. 

And now I lay dying 
my body all holes 
I curse all those traitors 
who bargained and sold 
I’m sorry my rifle 
cannot do the same 
to the traitors who sold out 
The Patriot’s Game • 
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Fear Is Your Enemy: 

Come Back Alive 


Some people succumb because they have not 
learned to cope with the unfamiliar. . .

HAT would you do if you found 
yourself lost in strange sur¬ 
roundings far from people and civili¬ 
zation, your food and water supply low 
or non-existent? 

Recently Ben Hall, a native New Yor¬ 
ker, his wife, Minta and their two chil¬ 
dren, age six and eight, took a short 
cut off a main Nevada highway and 
ran out of gas on a little used road 
in the middle of the hot desert. City 
bred, they had never spent a night 
away from a modern facility. Their 
water supply consisted of two bottles 
of soda pop. . . their food, one candy 
bar. 

Ben, recalling his early Boy Scout 
training, knew the danger of panic. 
Sheltering his family under a nearby 
cliff, he set to work digging a cave to 
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protect them from the blazing sun. By 
rationing the soft drinks and candy, 
he hoped to keep his family alive. 

During the day they rested. At night 
they gathered brush for a signal fire. 
This not only boosted their spirits but 
alerted a passing plane to send a res¬ 
cue party. 

When lost, fear of the unknown is 
your greatest enemy. Old woodsmen 
used to say, “To overcome fear, sit 
down and count slowly to a hundred.” 

Your next move should be to climb 
a rise of ground or a tree and note 
any high peaks or outstanding land¬ 
marks that can be seen from a dis¬ 
tance. If you know you are going into 
strange country, carry a compass, a 
good strong knife, some matches (in 
a waterproof container) and a good geo¬ 


logical map showing hills and water¬ 
ways. Learn to use the compass and 
read the map. 

If no compass, a knife blade or pencil 
held vertically with the point against 
your thumbnail will cast a shadow op¬ 
posite the sun, which rises in the east 
and sets in the west. If you point the 
hour hand of your wrist watch (show¬ 
ing correct standard time) directly at 
the sun, south will be hallway between 
the hour hand and 12 o'clock. 

Moss often grows on the north side 
of trees. At night, in the Northern 
Hemisphere, the two stars at the base 
of the Big Dipper point to the North 
Star, the last star on the handle of the 
Little Dipper. Below< the equator the 
Southern Cross points south. 

Your best bet may be to stay put 



























and seek shelter. Many a person has 
died aimlessly wandering all over the 
landscape when, if he had stayed in 
one spot and constructed some sort of 
a signal, he would have been saved. 
A fire may not always be advisable in 
dry, heavily timbered areas because of 
the danger of a forest fire. 

A friend of mine, who was recovering 
from a heart attack, had his wife drive 
him up a narrow logging road in the 
high Sierras and seat him with his 
rifle on an old stump behind a thick 
evergreen bush overlooking a fresh 
deer run. 

As she wandered into the woods, she 
felt sure twin peaks towering above her 
would enable her to keep her direc¬ 
tions. She did not count on a storm 
blowing up and completely hiding 
these landmarks. 

She had sense not to move far away 
and huddled all day under an over¬ 
hanging rock until the clouds finally 
palled exposing the twin peaks. With 
her line of direction secure, she soon 
found the car and a cold, worried hus¬ 
band waiting inside. 

If you stay in one place, a shelter is 
important to protect you from the ele¬ 
ments. The spot chosen should be pro¬ 
tected from wind and weather, in 
among the trees, in sheltered valleys 
or on the leeward side of a bank. 
Place the open side opposite the direc¬ 
tion from which the wind blows. 

Camp near water if possible but on 
high dry ground. Thick woods are often 
infested with unpleasant bugs and in¬ 
sects A ridge top can be an ideal camp 
site. The season dictates your shelter, 
location and design. In winter, a 
warmer shelter is needed. One sur¬ 
vivor of a northern winter air crash 
constructed a shelter out of parts of 
the plane. With matches and dry wood, 
also from the plane, he built a fire 
inside which, in the sub-zero weather, 
kept him from freezing. He sloped the 
roof so it reflected the sun and helped 
warm the shelter. 

Snow, in an emergency, may be a 
protection from cold. Eskimo dogs often 
tunnel deep into a snow bank where 
the ground temperature may be 30 de¬ 
grees warmer than outside. 

In summer, a tree or overhanging 
cliff may be shelter enough, though in 
higher mountains the weather often 
becomes bitterly cold at night. Caves 
sometimes make good shelters. How- 
ever ? a pair of campers had to run for 
their lives one summer when a cave 
in which they took shelter turned out 
to be the home of a large brown beer. 

Where lightning is expected, do not 


build or take shelter under trees, tall 
spires or pinnacles of rock. Caves, dug- 
outs and overhanging cliffs offer safer 
cover. 

In the desert or prairie, the shelter 
can be a rock ledge or a properly braced 
tunnel dug in the bank of a clay cliff. 

Desert dry creek beds or canyons are 
often poor places to camp or build 
shelters. Recently in Arizona, a sud¬ 
den cloudburst turned an innocent dry 
river bed into a raging torrent. Several 
campers and trailers overturned and 
washed downstream. Their owners 
luckily escaped drowning by scamper¬ 
ing up the steep sides of the canyon. 

Wind Storms — During hot dry wind 
storms in flat prairie or desert country 
where no shelter is available, a deep 
trench may be as cool as 70 degrees 
F. at its bottom while on the outside 
surface of the ground the temperature 
may reach 170 degrees F. If there is 
no time to dig a trench, lie flat until 
the storm passes. 

If you walk out and are sure of your 
compass points, take bearing on some 
high object. Streams may lead to habi¬ 
tation. If you go downstream on a boat 
or raft, keep alert for the sound of 
treacherous waterfalls and rapids. 

In travelling, conserve strength as 
much as possible. However, your body 
may be capable of more exertion than 
you realize. Fatigue does not always 
mean you must rest. You can be so 
tired you feel lightheaded yet find you 
can still go on in a pinch. 

Food can be a problem when a per¬ 
son is lost for a long period. When 


meat from wild animals can not be 
found, certain leaves, berries and roots 
may offer nourishment. Some plants, 
though, are quite poisonous. Others 
only upset the digestion. Do not eat 
any berry, root or leaf you are not cer¬ 
tain is safe unless threatened with 
starvation. Then eat only a tiny por¬ 
tion and wait to see if there are ill 
effects. Remember, though, that botan¬ 
ists tell us there are over 100,000 
edible plants in the world. 

Fish may sometimes be caught in 
many wild areas by simply wading 
quietly into shallow pools and scoop¬ 
ing them onto the bank. A hook made 
from a bent pin. attached by threads 
from your clothes to a tree branch and 
baited with water grubs or insects may 
form a make-shift fishing outfit which 
could snare a mce meal from the 
water. If you are really hungry, remem¬ 
ber insects are rated a top survival 
food containing more protein than beef. 
They can be eaten raw or made more 
palatable by boiling and drinking the 
strained broth or they may be sun- 
dried, fried or roasted. 

Water — In the desert, drinking water 
may be your major problem. People 
have lived 30 to 60 days or longer 
without food, but the body can stand 
only a few days without water. When 
short supply, the body’s liquids must 
be conserved. Experienced travelers in 
desert or high heat areas rest days and 
travel nights when perspiration is less. 
If they must travel by day, they keep 
their bodies covered, especially their 
heads and necks. If you watch them, 
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Come Back Alive 



they seem to live in slow motion and 
keep their bodies off the ground where 
the temperature is usually much 
higher. 

The body is 90 percent water. Dehy¬ 
dration begins after the last drink. 
The body’s cooling system works harder 
at higher temperatures. Blood loses 
water first, thickens and throws a heav¬ 
ier load on the heart. 

One prospector traveling across a 120 
degrees F. desert for eight days without 
water crawled the last 200 yards over 
rocks and brush. Though his flesh was 
torn, his blood was too thick to bleed. 
After his rescuers slowly fed him a 
quart of water, the blood began to flow 
out of his wounds. 

A loss of 2 V 2 percent of body weight 
by dehydration lowers the body effi¬ 
ciency 25 percent. Do not try to save 
water for the next day when the body 
needs it today. Nor should you drink 
more water than the body needs all 
at one time. Three men were found 
dead from dehydration in the desert 
sprawled on the sand around their car, 
though their water bottles were a third 
filled with water. Having overcome the 
feeling of thirst by drinking two-thirds 
of their water at first, they had saved 
the last drink for a time when they 
thought they would need it more. 

Whether we drink water first or last 
is not important. For a trip in hot 
weather, figure two quarts a day per 
person. One pint a day will keep a 
person alive but after the first two 
days he begins to slowly dehydrate. 

Game trails usually lead to, and 
birds often fly toward, water. In the 
desert, patches or strips of green vege¬ 
tation are visible from great distances 
and show the location of streams or 
springs. It is seldom fruitful to seek 
water on ground level terrain. Springs 
are often found at the bottom of a cliff 


or slope. 

Certain desert plants like cactus 
have water in leaves and stems (watery 
sap). Though the milky sap of some 
cactus plants is not suitable to drink, 
the common prickly pear cactus is filled 
with water as is the barrel variety from 
which the top may be cut uncovering a 
pulpy interior filled with clear life¬ 
saving liquid. 

Old desert rats tell us to look for 
water in rock and lava cliffs, in cav¬ 
erns, along walls of valley gorges and 
in the cracks between rocks. If a wet 
spot is noticed in a clay bluff or the 
hollows between sand dunes or in a 
dry river bed, dig a hole. If below the 
watertable, it will fill with water. 

If a water hole has dead animals or 
no green plant life around its edge, 
you may suspect the water is unsafe. 
Water from some streams and lakes 
may contain harmful bacteria that can 
be purified by boiling or adding water 
purification tablets. Eight drops of a 
2 V 2 percent iodine solution in one 
quart of water will purify most such 
waters in 10 minutes. 

Muddy or even rusty water, as in a 
car radiator or in your windshield 
wiper reservoir (without anti-freeze or 
other additives) may not appear palat¬ 
able, but is generally safe to drink. 

When lost, planning ahead and keep¬ 
ing busy are the best ways to prevent 
imaginary hazards crowding into your 
thoughts. As you sit alone, far from 
civilization, the noises of the outdoors 
may seem to be filled with fearsome 
sounds. These are usually friendly. 
Only when they grow quiet might it 
signify danger. 

Some come back from hazardous sit¬ 
uations. Others equally strong, equally 
brave, succumb to the elements simply 
because they have not learned to cope 
with the new and the unfamiliar. •

Tough knives for sport and hunting. . . 


Staff Evaluation

E tested two models of throwing 
knives provided by Tru-Balance 
Knife Co. 

The Combat Thrower Battle Blade 
(model no. 4) has an overall length of 
12 inches, a width of two inches, and 
thickness of 3 /ie inches. It weighs 14 
ounces and is a fine weapon for com¬ 
bat fighting, hunting and survival. The 
handle slabs are of durable vulcanized 
fibre, heavily riveted. 

We also tested the Bowie-Axe Throw¬ 
ing Knife (model no. 2). With an over¬ 
all length of 13Vs inches, a two inch 
width, and Vie inch thickness, the 
blade weighs 15 ounces. This knife has 


been sold world-wide since 1959 and 
makes a great camping knife. It’s great 
for chopping wood and like the Com¬ 
bat Thrower, comes with a strong hand¬ 
crafted leather sheath. 

Knife throwing is not easy. Tru-bal 
designer, Harry McEnvoy, is a profes¬ 
sional knife thrower and author of 
several knife throwing books. We read 
his basic instructions supplied with the 
knives and then tried our hand at it. 
Our target was a big cardboard box, 
and we were able to land a few good 
shots after we found a distance that 
worked (about 12 to 14 feet.) 

No matter which end reaches the 


target, the force of 14 ounces of steel 
flying through the air does quite a lot 
of damage. With a little practice, it 
should get easier to judge the distance 
and number of spins to the target. 

Both knives retail for $35 each. All 
Tru-Bal Knives are sold F.O.B. Grand 
Rapids, Michigan. Add $2 towards pos¬ 
tage if one knife is ordered. If more 
than one knife is ordered add $.75 for 
each additional knife. For more infor¬ 
mation on these and other throwing 
knives, and books on knife throwing 
contact Tru-Balance Knife Co., Dept.

length of my sapling was about 5 feet, 
though only about IV 2 feet actually 
protrudes from the sand. My stake at 
the base is about 4 inches in diameter, 
tapering down to the thickness of my 
wrist. It’s burried as deeply as it is 
so that it remains immobile. I trimmed 
the business end of my stake to a chisel 
type point with a rough piece of coral. 
Don’t sharpen it to a pointed tip. I 
then laid it in a trench dug in the 
sand and braced it with large coral 
chunks. All that remained was to bury 
the works with the sand I originally 
excavated. Properly done, you can 
balance on the end of the stake with 
one foot and it won’t move or shift 
position. 

Tb use the stake to open a coconut, 
stand or kneel, whichever is most com¬ 
fortable, on the side and behind the 
point. The technique is to swing the 
coconut down and towards yourself, not 
push the nut forward onto the stake. 
Should you jab and miss, you’ll impale 
yourself on the stake you worked so 
hard to prepare! All the coconuts on 
the island won’t help you then. 

Once the chisel tip of your stake has 
penetrated the husk about 1 to IV 2 
inches, twist firmly. You’ll see and 
hear the husk split for a short dis¬ 
tance on either side of the impaled 
area. Do this at three or four places 
around the perimeter of the husk and 
soon large portions of it will separate 


from the inner nut and are easily 
removed. If your stake isn’t buried 
deeply enough, all it will do is turn 
when you twist the impaled nut on it. 

The Kernel — Now that you have 
the majority of the outer husk removed, 
any remaining fiber clumps can be 
removed by hand exposing the kernel. 
Who wouldn’t recognize that hard rounded 
shape with its distinctive pattern of 
three dark brown eyes at the top like 
a miniature bowling ball? 

Your first reward is going to be the 
ripe milk you’ll hear sloshing inside 
when you shake it. Ib poke a hole in 
this rock hard shell requires only a small 
pointed object. A ballpoint pen, a stout 
sharpened twig, the blade of a small 
penknife, or even a key is all that’s 
needed. Nature has provided a means. 
One of the “eyes” at the top of the 
shell will be soft enough to bore through. 

Drink the milk only sparingly till 
you build up a tolerance to it. Even 
though it’s ripe milk, for some it will 
still be a strong laxative. If your body 
is dehydrated, it’s hard not to suck 
down that sweet liquid you worked so 
hard for. But bear in mind that the 
possible gastrointestinal distress and 
resulting severe diarrhea will be even 
more dehydrating, possibly even fatal. 
In cases of severe dehydration, either 
drink it sparingly or discard the milk 
altogether and just eat the inner white 
coconut meat. 

Once the milk is drained, opening 
the inner nut to get at the meat is 
simple. Imagine the eyes as one “pole,” 
the pointed end of the nut the other. 
Now bang the nut down on a handy 
rock or coral chunk a few times around 
the nut’s equator. It will crack and 
separate into two roughly equal halves. 
Place the halves open end down on the 
same rock and with a smaller rock, 
pound the upward pointing ends till 
the halves split again. The smaller you 
split the shell, the easier it is to sep¬ 
arate the meat from the shell. 

Now take a key, dog tag, a smooth 
thin rock, or the small blade of a knife 
and gently insert it between the meat 
and the shell and twist. Large chunks 
of firm white meat will separate from 
the shell. Lacking any of the imple¬ 
ments mentioned, keep breaking the 
shell into smaller pieces and soon 
you’ll need only your teeth to remove 
the meat. With practice, you can remove 
the edible meat from the two main 
halves you had when you first broke 
the nut along its “equator.” You can 
then use the empty shells as bowls, 


cups, digging scoops, rain catchers, 
or even smooth the edges and string 
together two halves for a real tropical 
bikini top for the ladies. Don’t laugh! 

This is quite common in the Philip- 

pines and other tropical countries. 

Other uses — Other uses of the coco¬ 
nut are many. Fresh coconut meat can 
be mashed in a shallow rock depres¬ 
sion and the oil used as a lip balm, 
sunburn ointment, or frying oil. It will 
also lube the spindle end of a fire drill 
and socket to allow rotation with less 
friction. A light coating of oil on a 
knife blade helps prevent the worse 
ravages of salt water exposure. A note 
of caution here, coconut oil will turn 
rancid after about 48 hours so clean 
and re-oil knife blades often. 

The meat of the coconut does con¬ 
tain traces of vitamins, but in quan¬ 
tities too small to measure. The meat 
is primarily made up of fats (56 percent), 
carbohydrates, and a small amount of 
protein. This is important as the only 
other source of these essential fats and 
amino acids are animal fat and protein. 
Such animals may not be available in 
some locales. Fish and native birds are 
lean critters with little fat content. 

Because of the lack of vitamins, coco¬ 
nuts must be supplemented with other 
fruits and vegetables or severe vita¬ 
min deficiencies will result. So much 
for the myth that one can subsist en¬ 
tirely on coconuts. Caloriewise, coco¬ 
nut meat contains 349 calories per 
cup. Doctors set the starvation level 
intake at 350 calories per day, so two 
or three coconuts a day will keep the 
body fueled as long as it’s realized 
that vitamins are necessary as well as 
fats and calories. 

Coconuts are sustaining enough to 
keep a person functioning till other 
foods can be gathered. A lot of calories 
will be burned off building shelters, 
fabricating hunting, fishing and for¬ 
aging tools, rendering medical atten¬ 
tion to those who require it, etc. Coco¬ 
nuts can provide sustenance. They are 
easy to identify, easy to gather, and 
with only a little practice, easy to 
open. They also store well in their 
unhusked state if kept in a cool, dry 
area. 

Though you probably won’t be able 
to buy unhusked coconuts in a local 
grocery, you can usually buy husked 
ones from well stocked fruit dealers 
for about a dollar each. That way you 
can practice opening the inner nut, then 
utilize the meat and shell to practice 
your tropical survival skills. •

A CCURATE, reliable and easily 
affordable,” says FI.E.’s catalog 
of the Titan 25 .25 ACP semiauto pis¬ 
tol. We found that to be an apt descrip¬ 
tion of this little jewel. 

Shooting from a standing position 
without a gun rest we were easily able 
to make hits on a small cardboard box 
target placed about 30 yards from 
shooters test firing the E27BGW Titan 
25 with 24 KT gold plated trim loaned 
to us by F.I.E. 

Firing a box of American-made fac¬ 
tory .25 ACP ammunition through this 
pistol produced no jams or other mal¬ 
functions. The weapon operates sim¬ 
ply and reliably and is easy to strip 
for maintenance or troubleshooting. 

With a suggested retail price of $89.95, 
the E27BGW with its shiny gold trim 
—not our first choice of finishes — is 
the most expensive of the three finishes 
offered for this gun. There is also the 
E27CW with “Dyna-Chrome” matte 
gray finish with a suggested price of 
$74.95, and the standard blue finish 
of the E27BW for $69.95. 

All these guns have walnut grips, 
proof tested steel barrels, machined

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steel slides, modern cast alloy receivers, 
“ring type” external hammers, ramp 
front sights and “frame grooved” fixed 
rear sights and chrome or gold plated 
triggers and magazine release latches 
(which are located on the butt). 

Two safeties are featured: a trigger 
lock selector switch with “safe” and 
“fire”' positions located just in front of 
the left grip, and a half-cock position 
for the hammer. 

Using design elements by Tanfoglio 
of Italy, the Titan 25s are disassem¬ 
bled like the Walther pistols by draw¬ 
ing back, raising and sliding the slide 
forward. No tools are required for dis¬ 
assembly or reassembly 

The Titan 25 would be a good backup 
gun or home defense gun for those per¬ 
sons desiring a small size handgun and 
shooting small caliber ammunition. 
Some will argue that the .25 ACP cali¬ 
ber has insufficient stopping power, but 
the staff of this magazine has always 
believed that any weapon is better than 
no weapon at all in a self defense sit¬ 
uation and a well placed shot with 
a .25 caliber handgun can still be

If you choose to construct your suit 
like mine, it will fit fairly close to 
the body in movement areas such as 
legs and arms. In this fashion, a bush 
suit is as mobile as military issue 
camouflage. 

On one occasion, I was filming a 
paintball game with a video cassette 
camera. The display showed only a 
black and white picture. A friend, clad 
in his leaf-o-flage suit, jumped onto 
the screen. Through the black and white 
display, I couldn’t see him at all from 
the distance of 10 feet. 

This brings to mind an interesting 
point. Many game animals, like the 
camera, are color blind. Leaf-o-flage is 
undoubtedly a great tool in hunting 
and stalking game. 

Personal Blind — In essence, a bush 
suit is a walking, personal blind that 
instantly blends into the wearer’s imme¬ 
diate surroundings. 

Putting together a bush suit takes 
little money and as much time as you 
wish to take constructing it. The basic 
materials and their costs are as follows: 

Military, radar-scattering, die-cut 
nylon leaf netting; 6’xl2’ sheet — 
$29.95. 

Army greens (B.D.U) shirt and pants 
(used) — $8. 

Bump cap (batting helmet is good, 
but more expensive) — $5. 

Paintball face mask — $7. 

Tb begin, the leaf must be completely 
removed from its netting. This is accom¬ 
plished by snipping the small alumi¬ 
num rings off the net with pliers. 

Next, wash all leaves, hang it out 
to dry, and sort it according to color. 

I’ve tried many forms of construc¬ 
tion and have found two that work out 
best. The first technique involves sew¬ 
ing the nylon leaf directly onto the 
fabric of the base garment. This method 
is quickest but lacks depth and ease 
of alteration. 

The second method is to initially sew 
the base netting that the leaf came 
attached to onto the pants and shirt. 
Then, the leaf can be attached to the 
net with plastic cable ties. These “zip- 
ties” are available at any electronic 
supply store. This construction allows 
easy repair and change of pattern but 
it takes a substantial amount of time 
to sew the net onto the base clothing. 


With each method, extra thick quilt 
thread should be used and wrapped a 
sufficient number of times to ensure 
strength. 

The leaf material has four types of 
color combinations. Three types have 
a different color on each side. It will 
greatly enhance the appearance and 
performance of your suit if you care¬ 
fully arrange your camouflage pattern 
in a detailed manner. If you plan on 
wearing your suit in a dry area, then 
use more of the tan and grey leaf. If 
your area is green, keep your suit 
mainly avocado and brown. 

The bump cap should be drilled in 
eight locations around the brim. The 
leaf must be sewn onto an earth-tone 
colored piece of fabric roughly three 
feet square. The fabric should then be 
tied to the cap in a way that it hangs 
down in the back and sides. The rear 
and side flap should reach down to the 
collar, but not around where it might 
interfere with the wearer’s vision. The 


cap is finished by tucking any extra 
material under the brim. 

Facial cover can simply be a camo 
face net or camouflage face paint. I prefer 
a paintball face mask with leaf glued 
onto the front. 

At this point, the only exposed areas 
should be your feet, hands, and the area 
directly around your eyes. 

The legs of the leaf pants should cover 
most of your boots. For total effect, 
your upper face may be darkened with 
camouflage face paint or dark costume 
makeup. I choose to cover my hands 
with camo pattern gloves that have leaf 
attached. 

Whether your interest is survival, 
hunting, or paintball games, a bush- 
man suit is the ideal camouflage. Other 
than the fact that you can’t buy one 
off the rack, leaf-o-flage suits have vir¬ 
tually no drawbacks. Next to his weapon, 
a soldier’s most important piece of 
equipment is his camouflage. How would

The body will 
sweat at night and when he gets up 
in the morning and it is -40 degrees 
below he will be very cold, damp and 
uncomfortable. It is best to sleep in 
that type of sleeping bag with no clothes 
on or just a light tee shirt. Another 
point I would like to make is the ten¬ 
dency of some to crawl right down into 
the bag. This would also make for a 
damp night’s sleep as the body will 
lose up to a liter of water through 
lungs during the night just from nor¬ 
mal breathing. I know this from per¬ 
sonal experience and from taking the 
Canadian Forces winter survival course. 
The temperatures were down around 
-35 at night and -20 during the day.

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NBC Warfare: 


The Chemical Threat 

NBC weapons are easy to make and difficult to handle. . . 


T HE methodical release of dan¬ 
gerous chemicals into the bio¬ 
sphere with the intent to harass, 
injure, destroy equipment and kill peo¬ 
ple is Nuclear, Biological and Chem¬ 
ical Warfare (NBCW). These chemicals 
may be in the form of: acute poison 
gases, liquids and solids; radioactive 
materials to include nuclear explosives; 
biological disease causing organisms, 
their spores and toxins; chemical 
smoke and flame producing com¬ 
pounds. 

On April 22,1915, the German Army 
attacked the French and Canadians at 
Ypres with 160 tons of chlorine gas, 
resulting in 5,000 allied dead and 
10,000 wounded. They were caught 
completely unaware despite solid intel¬ 
ligence about the weeks of preparations 
from prisoners and aerial photographs. 

In all the Germans emplaced 6,000 
chlorine cylinders along a four mile 
long front, each manually operated 
when their commander signaled with 
red rockets. Experienced soldiers ran 
in terror as the greenish clouds over¬ 
took and engulfed them. Allied com¬ 
manders feverish and confused rushed 
all available forces to Ypres to stabilize 
crumbled defenses that had held 
against conventional German attacks 
for months. 

The German general staff had found 
the perfect weapon for punching 
through impregnable trench lines, but 
had failed to exploit the situation. The 
chlorine used at Ypres was derived from 
the process developed by Dr. Fritz 
Haber to fix nitrates from coal tars. 
What Dr. Haber proposed was the mili¬ 
tary application of toxic industrial 
waste. This made Haber the father of 
chemical warfare. 

The mother of chemical warfare, his 
wife Clara, ironically, was so saddened 
by the carnage wrought by her hus¬ 
band’s invention that she committed 
suici de by sticking her head in an oven 
during the war. Haber won the Nobel 
prize for chemistry in 1919. 

NBC weapons are easy to make and 
difficult to handle. Though some have 
speculated that NBC would be an ideal

weapon for terrorists, would-be gasers 
had better have their act together. The 
cases of amateur bomb makers doing 
themselves in are many, with only con¬ 
ventional explosives, let alone acutely 
toxic chemicals. 

The ideal chemical weapon is no more 
complicated than a spray can of insec¬ 
ticide, kills people in milligram quan¬ 
tities, is cheap and available in large 
quantities, and is not easily detectable 
by the senses or chemical detection 
devices. 

Biological devices can be created with 
the same equipment used to brew beer. 
The techniques of production are sim¬ 
ple, but the techniques of isolating live 
disease-producing organisms and 
toxins in quantity are quite difficult. 

Though a high school student can 
design a nuclear bomb, it is very 
difficult to work with plutonium, a sub¬ 
stance which is highly toxic as well 
as fissile. The Indian government 
stocked quite a large radioactive 
cemetery refining bomb grade pluto¬ 
nium in order to join the international 
nuclear weapons club. 

Tb defend people against NBCW 
several assumptions about the nature 
of the threat must be made. In the 
United States protective equipment 
designers were impressed with the 
harm that can be caused by liquid 
agents. Indeed most chemical and bio¬ 
logical weapons are designed to spray 
out their poisons in the form of small 
droplets. This is often referred to as 
the liquid or contamination transfer 
hazard. Tb defend against liquids pro¬ 
tective equipment is designed to 
prevent the chemical agent form being 
absorbed through it. 

U.S. equipment is far heavier than 
that used by the British. The lighter 
design of the British equipment is now 
being applied to the equipment of most 
NATO nations and, not surprisingly 
to the new equipment being fielded by 
Warsaw Pact nations and the People’s 
Republic of China. 

Vapors — By far, it is chemical vapors 
that present the greatest threat. The 


vapors are insidious, since a chemical 
agent delivered on a cold night will 
remain latent until the sun heats it 
up in the morning. The vapor hazard 
greatly impressed the British General 
Montgomery (of WWII) when he 
studied the problem of gas warfare in 
the 1930s. Indeed, when his findings 
were published as doctrines, years later, 
the Scots regiments in Britain and the 
Commonwealth countries gave up 
wearing kilts into combat. 

The truth is that on the battlefield 
chemical agents may be encountered 
in all states of matter: gas, vapor, aer¬ 
osol, liquid, particulate and solid. An 
example would be CS-1 riot agent pow¬ 
der (tear gas): CS-1 can be disseminated 
as is, or burnt to make noxious smoke. 
The CS-1 powder dissolves easily in a 
solution of warm soapy water for use 
in spray riot control dispersers. And 
if allowed to be exposed to a moist 
atmosphere, will cake up solid and gas 
anyone who touches it as effectively 
as in any of the other forms. 

The form a chemical agent is used 
in is largely governed by its unique 
physical properties. As is the case of 
CS-1, an attacker can mix toxic sub¬ 
stances with other material to achieve 
almost any effect desired, though 
generally speaking, chemical agents 
are usually used as is. Phosgene (CG) 
is a gas, sarin (GB) dispersed as an 
aerosol, adamsite (DM) as a particu¬ 
late smoke, and white phosphorus (WP) 
as a solid. 

Nuclear radiation is given off when 
nuclear weapons explode in the form 
of alpha, beta, gamma and neutron 
rays. The alpha rays or particles are 
so weak that they will not pierce the 
first few layers of healthy skin. Beta 
particles are stronger but a set of cover¬ 
alls are usually effective in shielding 
people from their effect which at worst 
resembles severe sunburn. Gamma 
rays and neutrons are the strongest 
components of the prompt radiation 
pulse given off when a nuclear bomb 
explodes. They can pierce the armor 
of the heaviest tanks and disrupt the 
cells of the occupants at the molecular

level. Only if the fireball of the nuclear 
bomb touches the ground is soil and 
debris carried up in the firery cloud 
to fall back to earth as radioactive 
fallout. 

Fallout resembles amber to black 
colored cinders such as produced by a 
blast furnace. The fallout cinders emit 
alpha, beta and gamma rays, and 
should be immediately brushed off of 
protective clothing. 

The prompt radiation and fallout 
effect s of nuclear weapons are defended 
against by using blast and radiation 
proof shelters. Fallout is defended 
against by shelters, timely evacuation 
(if possible), and protective suits to keep 
fallout particles from direct contact 
with the skin. 

Biological agents are used as 
weapons in two forms: living organ¬ 


isms and the chemical toxins they 
produce. Living organisms include: bac¬ 
teria, rickettsiae, and viruses. They 
represent an insidious two-edged sword 
for the battlefield affecting both friend 
and foe alike. Spread of deadly bac¬ 
teria, like anthrax, is accomplished by: 
direct contact, ingestion or vectors, such 
as rats or mosquitos. Living organisms 
used as weapons are bred to be hardy 
and their infections are at best difficult 
to cure. 

Toxins, like botulism are produced 
by living organisms and are used and 
disseminated like chemical poisons. 
Mycotoxins used by the Soviets in the 
production of Yellow Rain are derived 
from the action of fungi on grain, the 
result is then blended with commer¬ 
cial detergent surfactants. The Yellow 
Rain weapon was developed from WWII 


medical research into the poisoning of 
starving Russians who had eaten 
fungus tainted grain. 

Defense by individuals against bio¬ 
logical weapons is centered around per¬ 
sonal hygiene, immunization, 
antibiotics and use of chemical protec¬ 
tive clothing. 

The French invented the practice of 
identifying NBCW agents according to 
their physiological effect during WWL 
These include the ability of chemicals 
to: poison cells, choke, interfer with 
oxygen transfer of blood cells, blister 
skin, cause nerve dysfunction, cause 
skin or lung irritation, cause uncon- 
ciousness, chemical corrosion of body 
tissues, or thermal burns. Chemicals 
are also classed according to function: 
lethal, incapacitating or riot control 
agents; and their persistency, that is, 
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Toxic vapors may be blown across international borders during wartime chemical attack. This illustrates 
how Austria could be affected by a chemical attack on West Germany. 


the relative time they will remain dan¬ 
gerous in the environment once 
dispersed. 

Weather is a prime factor in consider¬ 
ing the effects of a chemical attack. 
Nuclear fallout, biological agents and 
chemical aerosol clouds go where the 
wind blows them. Atmospheric stabil¬ 
ity is a function of the temperature 
gradient between the ground temper¬ 
ature and the air temperature at three 
meters above the ground. If the air is 
warmer than the ground, as in the 
early morning or late afternoon, sta¬ 
ble (inversion) conditions exist and 
chemical agents will remain close to 
the ground. As the sun warms the 

ground the temperature gradient will 

equalize and the chemical agent cloud 
will move only subject to wind, gravity 
and dilution with the surrounding air. 


When the ground becomes warmer 
than the air, the atmosphere is unsta¬ 
ble (or lapse), and the chemical agent 
cloud will tend to pillar straight up. 

For safety sake, low-lying areas in 
the immediate vicinity of a chemical 
attack should be avoided, since except 
for extremely volatile agents, such as 
hydrogen cyanide, most chemical 
agents are heavier than air. 

Delivery — Nuclear, Biological, and 
Chemical weapons may be delivered 
by methods as sophisticated as inter¬ 
continental ballistic missiles, or as 
primitive as a bucket of blister agent 
propped in a doorway. The infantry uses 

grenades and pots filled with riot con- 

trol and smoke screening agents to root 
the enemy out of holes and to conceal 
troop movements from the enemy. Mor¬ 


tars and rocket projectors are used by 
special gas troops to project chemical 
agents and smoke screens up to five 
kilometers. A U.S. 107mm mortar can 
shoot 18 times a minute, contrasting 
this the Soviets have recently fielded 
a 240mm mortar system that can 
automatically fire about 300 rounds per 
minute. 

The cloud attack is carried out by 
special gas troops using cylinders of 
chlorine and phosgene. Though logisti- 
cally burdensome, difficult to conceal, 
and totally dependent upon the 
weather, cloud attacks are extremely 
devastating when they work. During 
WWI both sides were able to inflict 30 
percent casualties, on experienced 

troops, due to surprise and the fact that 
no one can outrun a gas cloud. Since

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the wind travels from west to east nine 
months out of the year in western 
Europe the Germans in WWI quickly 
adopted artillery and a variety of novel 
projectors to launch chemical-filled 
shells. 

The Soviets possess about 20,000 
pieces of artillery, to NATOs 14,000. 
Tube artillery can accurately range out 
to 40 kilometers. An important 
artillery asset, the multiple rocket 
launcher, can not only range out as 
far, but can saturate large areas of ter¬ 
ritory as well. 

Artillery allows the attacker the 
advantage of initiating gas attacks and 
nuclear warheads a good safe distance 
away and will, as in the past, have the 
dubious distinction of killing the most 
people on the battlefield, with conven¬ 
tional as well as chemical projectiles. 

Chemical mines and sprays are used 
to contaminate large areas to deny 
them to the enemy, or to form barriers 
to enemy advance. Mines can be of the 
contact type or detonated before the 
enemy arrives. Chemicals can be 
sprayed from ground vehicles or air¬ 
craft. With the advent of effective anti¬ 
aircraft systems, chemicals are rarely 
sprayed on troops, since a spray attack 
requires an aircraft to fly a vulner¬ 
able, low, straight course. Aircraft 
therefore use rockets and gravity bombs 
to attack from a safe distance. Rockets 
and bombs can explode on contact with 
the ground, airburst, or mechanically 
spray out their chemical contents. Sim¬ 
ple bombs are designed to burst with 
a small explosive charge, more com¬ 
plex models open like clamshells and 
may contain hollow spheres with holes 
of varying size drilled in them to assure 
a uniform spray pattern of the chem¬ 
ical agent on the ground. 

The most sophisticated NBCW deliv¬ 
ery systems are strategic and tactical 
guided missiles. These weapons are 
capable of hitting targets hundreds of 
miles or even half a world away. Mis¬ 
siles can be loaded with chemical and 
biological agents as well as nuclear 
warheads. 

This is a fairly new military concept 
which would allow one missile to neu¬ 
tralize a large target such as an air¬ 
field, crossing the chemical warfare 
line, but not escalating into nuclear 


Mass Destruction — Nuclear, biologo- 
cal, and chemical warfare are justly 

termed by the Soviets as weapons of 

mass destruction. There is no way that 
they can be employed on the battlefield 
without affecting the civilian popula¬ 
tion living in the area. 

In his book How 1b Make War , James 
F. Dunnigan reported that a MiG27 
can spray four tons of nerve agent over 
a six-kilometer front in a minute, and 
that the resultant spray will kill 50 
percent of the people one kilometer 
downwind, and 20 percent of the 
unwarned people five kilometers 
downwind. 

Another example would be the 
release of 10 tons of phosgene gas into 
the atmosphere in a cloud attack. If 
the atmosphere is stable, up to 5,500 
square kilometers (2,200 square miles) 
will be affected. And people will be 
killed up to 41 kilometers (24.6 miles) 
from the release point, and at 99 kilom¬ 
eters (59.4 miles) people will be injured. 

The U.S. government has developed 
policies to help prevent the use of 
NBCW, and to limit the harm to 
civilians if it is used. These policies 
are centered upon the flexible use of 
nuclear weapons to deter aggression, 
in the preemptive or retaliatory mode 
as best suits the situation, only under 
the direction of the national command 
authority. 

Chemical weapons will only be used 
after an enemy uses them first on U.S. 
forces. And retaliation will be limited 
to small demonstration attacks, 
general use of chemicals only being 
authorized if the enemy refused to quit 
using chemicals. The U.S. will never 
use biological weapons, neither living 
organisms nor their toxic products. Riot 
control agents and herbicides may be 
used in situations where their employ¬ 
ment will help prevent loss of life. 

Policy however, does not relieve the 
public of the need to integrate chem¬ 
ical/biological defense into nuclear- 
defense centered civil defense plans. 
Currently federal, state and local 
government agencies are collecting 
information on the storage of toxic 
industrial chemicals. This effort is 
required by the Superfund Amend¬ 
ments and Reauthorization Act of 1986 
(SARA) which requires emergency 
planning in regard to chemical dis¬ 
asters. The law is designed to provide 
officials and the publjc with the infor¬ 
mation necessary to effectively deal 
with chemical emergencies. •
